Whodunit in 

Health 

Commish’s 

rubber-check 

charges

S an Francisco Health Commis¬ 
sioner Ron Hill has a $17,500 
warrant out for his arrest in 
Sonoma County for false checks, the 
Bay Area Reporter has learned. An in¬ 
vestigation is pending regarding sim¬ 
ilar charges in San Francisco, accord¬ 
ing to sources in the District Attor¬ 
ney’s office. 

A very shaken and upset Hill told 
the B.A.R. on Tuesday, October 10 
that he didn’t know anything about 
the charges. Hill said that he is con¬ 
vinced the charges are connected to 
the fallout of a long relationship 
turned sour, and he alluded that his 
ex-lover of many years may have 
stolen his checks and/or identifica¬ 
tion. 

Hill, 43, was appointed to the 
Health Commission by Mayor Willie 
Brown in 1997 and has regularly at¬ 
tended commission meetings, as re¬ 
cently as last Tuesday, October 3. The 
seven-member Health Commission, 
consisting of mayoral appointees, 
oversees the San Francisco Depart¬ 
ment of Public Health. 

Hill’s Sonoma County warrant 
was issued in January of this year, ac¬ 
cording to the county’s District Attor¬ 
ney’s office. Bail has been set at 
$17,500, but exact claims of damage 
were not available. In San Francisco, 
according to sources in the DA’s office 
here, checks bearing Hill’s name were 
allegedly written for “pretty sizable 
amounts” at antique stores in the Cas¬ 
tro District. 

The identification given during 
many of these purchases was Hill’s 
Health Commission card, according 
to allegations, prompting many mer¬ 
chants who would not normally ac¬ 
cept such large checks to do so for a 
city official.

V ibrators don’t have sex, people have 
sex. 

But market forces are at work, 
and the demand for vibrators, dil- 
dos, condoms, and a plethora of other sexual 
devices and related paraphernalia, are entic¬ 
ing businesses that sell these devices to open 
new retail outlets in the Castro neighbor¬ 
hood. 

This week, an adult sex shop owned by a 
group called Bay Management, which owns 
numerous adult video stores in San Francis¬ 
co and throughout the Bay Area, opened for 
business as Castro Gulch at 2358 Market 
Street in the ground floor storefront of the re¬ 
cently-closed Leather Zone. Because Bay 
Management wholesales to several other re¬ 
tail businesses in the Castro area - including 
its upstairs neighbor Captain Video - their 
move into the neighborhood is causing con¬ 
cern that they may undercut prices. 

Meanwhile, two other adult-oriented 
businesses - Good Vibrations and Pleasure 
Chest - are competing to open new outlets in 
the neighborhood. Both are hoping to locate 
in the long-vacant Headlines space on the 500 
block of Castro Street. Pleasure Chest is also 
considering the Valley Pride Market space at 
474 Castro Street, which is for lease though 
the market remains open for business. 

However, both buildings exceed 4,000 
square feet, and an ordinance sponsored by 
Supervisor Mark Leno and recently approved 
by the Board of Supervisors requires all busi¬ 
nesses planning to open in spaces larger than 
4,000 square feet in the Castro area to obtain 
a conditional use permit from the Planning 
Commission. 

Support from the neighborhood mer¬ 
chants and residents could therefore be key to 
the success of either business’s permit applica¬ 
tions if and when they go before the Planning 
Commission in a public hearing, and in an ef¬ 
fort to garner support for their competing 
plans, representatives from both businesses 
made presentations at an October 5 meeting 
of Merchants of Upper Market and Castro. 

‘Dildos and burritos’ 

One MUMC member attending Thurs¬ 
day’s meeting expressed concern that visitors 
to the neighborhood may soon think that 
“there’s only two things the neighborhood 
wants: dildos and burritos.” 

MUMC President Patrick Batt, whose 
own businesses, Mercury Mail order and 
Auto-Erotica, would be affected by Good Vi¬ 
brations or Pleasure Chest moving in, re¬ 
moved himself from leading the discussion 
on the issue and said he took a hands-off ap¬ 
proach.. “I turned that part of the meeting 
over to [Vice President] Barry [Hermanson],” 
Batt told the Bay Area Reporter. “It was my at¬ 
tempt to retain some degree of neutrality.” 

Nevertheless, MUMC members appeared 
to be impressed with the presentation from 
Good Vibrations, a 23-year-old worker-owned 
cooperative. Its parent company, Open Enter¬ 
prises, has stores in San Francisco and Berke¬ 
ley, as well as an online store, a mail order cat¬ 
alog, and a small publishing company. 

Overwhelmingly, in two separate straw 
polls, the approximately four dozen MUMC 
members in attendance last Thursday voted 


against Pleasure Chest moving in and in favor 
of Good Vibrations, citing the latter business’ 
extensive community education programs, 
and their long-standing appeal to a woman- 
based clientele, which many felt would result 
in less competition with businesses that cater 
primarily to gay men. 

The Pleasure Chest, which originally 
opened in San Francisco in the 1970s before 
being sold to new owners, has stores in New 
York, Los Angeles, and Chicago. 

“We felt that the Pleasure Chest has no 
connection to the community,” said Lion Bar¬ 
nett, president of the Eureka Valley Promo¬ 
tion Association, who attended the MUMC 
meeting. “They were scrambling to gain our 
support.” 

Barnett’s group, an association of resi¬ 
dents of the Castro neighborhood, will dis¬ 
cuss the competing plans at its next meeting 
on Thursday, October 19 at 7:30 p.m. at the 
Eureka Valley Recreation Center on Colling- 
wood at 18th street. ▼

Pride board elects 
first Asian, TG prez

T here were whispered 
complaints at this 
year’s San Francisco 
Pride festivities that it was 
long overdue for the com¬ 
mittee to have a transgen¬ 
der person in a leadership 
position. Last week, that 
changed with the election 
of the Lesbian, Gay, Bisexu¬ 
al, Transgender Pride Cele¬ 
bration Committee Inc.’s 
first-ever Asian and trans¬ 
gender board president. 

Cecilia Chung has been 
in her new role only a 
week, but relishes the 
chance to make San Fran¬ 
cisco’s Pride Parade and 
celebration much more inclusive. 

“I feel really excited because this is an 
opportunity to help my community be¬ 
come really visible,” Chung told the Bay 
Area Reporter. 

Chung replaces Calvin Gipson, who 
served two years as board president. Gip¬ 
son was elected vice president at the Oc¬ 
tober 3 board meeting. 

“For years, San Francisco has been a 
world leader in empowering transgen- 
dered people, bisexuals, people of color, 
and others who have been disenfran¬ 
chised,” Gipson said. “This is an historical 
moment as the Pride Committee is walk¬ 
ing the talk when it comes to inclusion. 
Cecilia is the perfect choice to lead our 
march into the millennium.” 

Pride Executive Director Teddy With- 
erington pointed out that Chung heads up 
one of the most diverse nonprofit boards 


in the city. The Pride Com¬ 
mittee board consists of 13 
directors from a broad 
spectrum of backgrounds, 
genders, classes, ages, and 
ethnicities, he said. 

. “I feel privileged to lead 
one of the world’s biggest 
Pride celebrations,and am 
proud that SF Pride is tak¬ 
ing another step forward 
in making transgender his¬ 
tory,” Chung said. “I am 
looking forward to work¬ 
ing with the community in 
setting ever higher stan¬ 
dards for inclusion at next 
year’s event.” 

Chung, a 15-year San 
Francisco resident, is an 
activist in both the Asian 
and transgender commu¬ 
nities. She currently works at the Tom 
Waddell Health Center, where she pro¬ 
vides case management and referrals for 
multiple-diagnosed clients who were pre¬ 
viously homeless. She is also currently a 
member of the city’s HIV Health Services 
Planning Council that prioritizes federal 
Ryan White CARE Act funds. Chung 
serves on the board of advisers for 
Gay.com’s HIVlife channel. 

Chung commended her fellow board 
members for helping to empower “mar¬ 
ginalized communities, such as the trans¬ 
gender community.” 

“I’m looking forward to an exciting 
year and setting new event standards,” she 
added.

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Morgan Hill school 
district appeals case

j|| ttorneys had just embarked 
mm on a description of the 
Jr ll years of anti-gay abuse en¬ 
dured by students at the Morgan 
Hill Unified School District from 
1994-98 when Judge Joe Sneed in¬ 
terrupted the proceedings and 
said, “Do you remember your 
youth?” 

It was a low point of the hear¬ 
ing last Thursday, October 5, in 
the Ninth District Court of Ap¬ 
peals in San Francisco, as Judge 
Sneed went on to assert that kids 
teasing each other is a fact of life. 

“I myself was taunted for how 
I looked,” said Sneed. “Should I 
now file a lawsuit?” 

The answer, of course, was “not 
if you’re not part of a protected 
class,” which plaintiffs in the suit, 
Flores v. Morgan Hill Unified 
School District believe they are. 
The now-famous legal case, 
brought to federal court on behalf 
of Alana Flores and five other for¬ 
mer students of Live Oak High 
School in Morgan Hill south of 



San Jose, maintains that the dan¬ 
gerous climate created by anti-gay 
peer harassment was unlawfully 
ignored by school officials despite 
repeated requests for help. 

Still, while Sneed’s comment

was probably indicative of bias, 
his opinions are not legally rele¬ 
vant, since the appeals process re¬ 
quired the three justices present 
not to evaluate the facts of the 
case, but to determine whether the 
case was fit to be tried before a 
jury. 

Attorneys for school officials 
maintain that they are immune 
from the lawsuit because they 
could not be expected to know 
that their deliberate indifference 
to the known anti-gay harassment 
of their students violated the law. 

Death threats, physical abuse, 
and generally unsafe environ¬ 
ments were a daily part of the 
plaintiffs’ routines at Live Oak 
High School. A previous court has 
already found the case to be wor¬ 
thy of a trial, so this appeals 
process will either solidify or over¬ 
turn that ruling. According to Ann 
Brick, an attorney with the Amer¬ 
ican Civil Liberties Union of 
Northern California, which is rep¬ 
resenting the students, the pend¬ 
ing decision from the Court of 
Appeals will take anywhere from 
six weeks to several months. ▼ 


Remaining No on Knight money 
will fund CAPE and marriage efforts

0 ; hen the campaign to de- 
feat Proposition 22 - 
W I? known as No on Knight - 
failed last March, organizers told 
the Bay Area Reporter that the 
$250,000 money leftover from 
funds raised to defeat the anti-gay 
marriage bill would be transferred 
to the California Alliance for Pride 
and Equality, one of California’s 
statewide LGBT lobbying groups. 

But as the months passed with¬ 
out much word on the funds’ re¬ 
distribution, whispered specula¬ 
tion circulated, and inside sources 
- both on the record and off - 
confirmed to the B.A.R. in Sep¬ 
tember that unlike previous re¬ 
ports, No on Knight’s leftover 
money was not necessarily guar¬ 
anteed to go to CAPE. 

While CAPE remains the 
biggest beneficiary of the money, 
significant amounts will be target¬ 
ed toward fighting strictly for gay 
marriage rights, according to for¬ 
mer campaign manager Mike Mar¬ 
shall. In fact, during the post-de- 
construction period of what was 
once known as No on Knight, 
many different things are happen¬ 
ing with the money that is not 
going to CAPE, said Marshall, all in 
the name of fighting for marriage. 

“The consensus is that civil 
unions is a strategy, not a goal,” 
Marshall told the B.A.R. in a re¬ 
cent interview. “Within the next 
few months we should be able to 
report exactly how the remainder 
of the donations will be used to 





achieve this goal.” 

The bulk of the surplus had in¬ 
deed been promised to CAPE; the 
lobbying organization for the 
LGBT community will receive a 
total of $160,000. 

But out-of-state efforts have 
also been helped as well; $15,000 
went to organizers in Nebraska to 
help them set up an infrastructure 
poised to fight for marriage. 

As for the rest of the dona¬ 
tions, Marshall said that attorneys 
for No on Knight have asked that 
a certain amount be set aside for 
the standard fines that are antici¬ 
pated during any public cam¬ 
paign. When all is said and done, 
there will be about $50,000 left, 
according to Marshall, and orga¬ 
nizers want to put that toward the 
public education- arm of the mar¬ 
riage fight. 
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“We’re not yet sure how that 
will look,” said Marshall, who said 
the $50,000 could either go to help 
set up a new organization or go to 
efforts already in existence. “The 
first thing we will do is talk to the 
community who will put re¬ 
sources into the marriage fight, 
and try to develop a consensus on 
the structure of the public educa¬ 
tion piece of this.” 

Marshall said that when it 
comes to reaching a consensus 
within the LGBT community, he 
has faith that an agreement about 
the direction of the movement 
can be reached. 

“We’re much more disciplined 
than we want to give ourselves 
credit for,” he said. “There’s very 
little discordance. There’s a lot of 
grumbling about the way we failed 
during the campaign, and I can 
acknowledge that. But we need to 
look at long-term strategies, learn 
from our mistakes, and continue 
to build.” T 


Retraction 

In its July 27 and August 3,

has since learned that Mr. 
Thompson never made those 
or any similar statements.

Queers help pro-tenant 
Propositions H and N

I t’s the package deal that tenant 
advocates want every renter to 
remember this November: H, 
L, and N could “save San Francis¬ 
co,” closing loopholes that allow 
profiteers to accumulate wealth at 
the expense of low and middle in¬ 
come residents. 

As Proposition L continues to 
gain support over its rival measure 
Proposition K, ballot measure 
backers want all tenants to re¬ 
member that H and N are just as 
important for securing the future 
of long-term San Franciscans. 

Proposition H, placed on the 
ballot by the Housing Rights 
Committee, redefines what extra 
work on a building can and can¬ 
not be passed on to a tenant, and 
finally calls the recent surge in 
“capital improvement” costs for 
what they are, according to Robert 
Haaland, organizing director for 
the committee. 

“It’s called gold plating,” said 
Haaland. “There has been a 300 
percent increase in these ‘im¬ 
provements’ made by landlords in 
this volatile housing market, most 
done in an attempt to raise rents, 
the final consequence for many 
tenants being eviction.” 

Under current law, landlords 
can add an unnecessary coat of 
paint and many other non-essen¬ 
tial amenities that increase the 
value of a property. That landlord 
can then pass on the cost of this 
profitable work to the tenants in 
the form of rent increases. The 


landlord simultaneously writes off 
the costs on his or her tax return. 

“The current law is being used as 
a tool to drive up rents,” said Haa¬ 
land, who pointed out that if 
Proposition H passes, landlords will 
still be able to pass on maintenance 
and operation costs to their tenants. 

“Don’t buy the argument that 
buildings are going to deterio¬ 
rate,” said Haaland. 

Additionally, if the independent 
rent board finds that a landlord is 
not making a fair profit off proper¬ 
ty, capital improvements will be al¬ 
lowed at the expense of the tenant. 

“It’s a fair policy all around,” 
said Haaland. 

On the same side of the fence 
is Proposition N, championed by 
the San Francisco Tenants Union. 
Proposition N will close loopholes 


in current law to bring all those 
condominium conversions that 
slip through the cracks into the 
same process that many condo¬ 
miniums now undergo. 

As it stands, tenants can be 
evicted from rental property so 
that building owners can convert 
the apartments into tenancies in 
common and other forms of indi¬ 
vidual units that are exempt from 
the city’s annual limit of 200 such 
conversions. 

“A typical scenario is that 
someone goes in and buys a build¬ 
ing for $500,000, gets rid of the 
tenants through the Ellis Act, and 
sells each of the units for $500,000, 
making $2 million almost 
overnight,” said Tommi Avicolli

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Southern Baptists 
invoke homosexuality 
into Prop. 38 debate

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S acramento’s Arcade Baptist 
Church, led by pastor Daniel 
Henderson, is urging parish¬ 
ioners to support Proposition 38, 
the California school voucher ini¬ 
tiative, in order to stop the state 
government’s “promotion of ho¬ 
mosexuality” in public schools, ac¬ 
cording to the organization’s con¬ 
gregational program handed out 
last Sunday, October 8. 

Coincidentally, the Yes on 38 
campaign released a television ad 
this week claiming the California 
Teachers Association and Gover¬ 
nor Gray Davis want to “keep 
predators and child molesters” in 
public classrooms. Timothy Drap¬ 
er, a conservative Republican with 
gubernatorial aspirations, is large¬ 
ly responsible both for this latest 
school voucher initiative and the 
anti-Davis, anti-CTA rhetoric es¬ 
poused in the commercials. 

The Arcade Baptist Church is 
one of many Southern Baptist 
congregations which spent last 
Sunday in “prayers for the govern¬ 
ment” from the pulpit and in pro¬ 
gram handouts urging parish¬ 
ioners to aggressively support the 
proposition in order to fight “the 
government’s promotion of ho¬ 


mosexuality in public schools.” 

This is not the first time the 
issue of homosexuality was in¬ 
voked by the California Southern 
Baptist Convention for a political 
cause. The organization, based in 
Fresno, voted at its convention ear¬ 
lier this year to strongly and ag¬ 
gressively support Proposition 22, 
the Knight initiative, which banned 
any recognition of gay marriages. 
The church also currently supports 
the Boy Scouts of America in that 
organization’s discrimination of 
gay scouts and troop leaders. 

Terry Barone, public relations 
director for the CSBC, explained 
the convention votes on political 
issues. In the case of Proposition 
38, “each church or congregation 
decides what their position is,” said 
Barone. Although CSBC has sup¬ 
ported school vouchers in the past, 
“our convention doesn’t meet 
until after the election,” he said. 

Despite the lack of a convention 
vote, it is believed that nearly all of 


the convention’s 1,800 California 
churches and missions are pushing 
for the ballot measure’s passage 
based on Draper’s anti-gay message. 

There are more than 430,000 
Southern Baptists in California. 
They are considered to be among 
the most conservative of all Bap¬ 
tists. American, National, and Fun¬ 
damental Baptists are separate or¬ 
ganizations with views somewhat 
different, although all the organi¬ 
zations are considered anti-gay. 

Garry Smith, political adviser 
for Governor Davis, responded to 
the latest Yes on 38 commercial 
aimed at Davis’s opposition to the 
proposition. Smith said that be¬ 
cause the proposition cannot stand 
on its own merits, the proponents 
of the initiative must attack Davis 
instead. “This latest act of despera¬ 
tion will neither save Proposition 
38 nor help Draper [Proposition 
38’s main proponent] in his 2002 
campaign for governor,” stated 
Smith’s press release. T 


LGBT center office space 
available, opening delayed

IP|| ommercial office space af¬ 
fordable to nonprofit groups 
iyp is an increasingly rare com¬ 
modity in San Francisco. Yet ac¬ 
cording to the San Francisco LGBT 
Community Center Project, just 
15 applications have been received 
from organizations interested in 
the 11 small offices available for 
lease at the center currendy under 
construction at the corner of Mar¬ 
ket and Octavia streets. 

Additionally, toxic soil prob¬ 
lems have led to a delay for the 
center’s opening; a few months 
ago, the center was to open in time 
for next year’s Pride festivities. 


cations. In an October 10 state¬ 
ment, however, Van Gorder an¬ 
nounced a new deadline of 
Wednesday, October 25 at 5 p.m. 

“It got extended because we 
were in the middle of a lengthy 
process of determining what the 
rents should be,” Van Gorder ex¬ 
plained to the B.A.R ., adding that 
the rates are “a little higher” than 
previously planned. 

The 11 offices range in size 
from 76 square feet to 192 square 
feet. In addition to the size of the 
office, monthly rents will report¬ 
edly be based on the size of an ap¬ 
plicant organization’s annual bud¬ 
get. The center expects to lease the 
offices for $171 to $529 per month, 
said Van Gorder, or between $2.25 
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“We had wanted to open in 
time for Pride next year, but now 
it looks like ... mid-July.” 


Now, it appears the center won’t 
open until next fall. 

“The steel’s going up now,” Dana 
Van Gorder, CCP vice president, 
told the Bay Area Reporter. “But we 
had a toxic problem and had to haul 
a bunch of dirt away.” Additionally, 
there were foundation problems 
with the existing building. 

“We had wanted to open in 
time for Pride next year, but now 
it looks like the building will be 
delivered in mid-July.” 

Van Gorder added that the cen¬ 
ter will probably move in and get 
settled, before having a major grand 
opening around the time of next 
year’s Folsom and Castro street fairs. 
The center’s $14.5 million price tag 
has been paid for by the city, the 
state, and private contributors. 

And how much did the recent 
building problems cost? 

“A few hundred thousand dol¬ 
lars,” Van Gorder said. 

Regarding the office space, 
originally, the center’s board had 
set a deadline of June 15 for appli- 


and $2.75 per square foot. 

Based on a market analysis of 
comparable rents in the city, 
which range from $2.75 to $4 per 
square foot, Van Gorder said that 
the Community Center Project 
rates are “pretty fair.” 

“The offices are designed for 
small and start-up groups who 
will benefit from having space in 
the building” or groups that want 
to have a “satellite office” located 
there, said Van Gorder. 

Representatives from the center 
will “sit down with everyone who’s 
applied and try to determine what 
their needs are,” and may encour¬ 
age groups to share offices, he said. 

The center will also pay for ten¬ 
ant improvements, janitorial ex¬ 
penses, and utilities, and tenants 
will have free access to conference 
and meeting rooms. ▼

It’s Family Day Saturday

11 families are not the same 
in this country, not even in 
this village by the Bay. In 
fact, whether the progress-chal¬ 
lenged among us like it or not, 
they haven’t been the “same” for 
quite a long time. 

Every year in San Francisco, 
hundreds of uniquely queer fa¬ 
milial groupings gather together 
to celebrate diversity and take 
back the word “family” at the Les¬ 
bian, Gay, Bisexual, Transgender 
Family Day. The sixth annual fes¬ 
tival is this Saturday, October 14 
from 11 a.m. to 4 p.m. 

In addition to a smattering of 
politics and education, this year’s 
festival held at the Unitarian Uni- 
versalist Center at 1187 Franklin 
Street at Geary Boulevard will in¬ 
clude more diversions for the little 
ones than ever, including clowns, 
carnival games, a magic show, 
prizes, arts and crafts, food, com¬ 


puter games, and “Playground 
Olympics” for ages 5 to 12.

erties Union. The speakers will ad¬ 
dress and discuss different strate¬ 
gies for progress to equal rights, 
including domestic partnership 
enhancements, civil unions, mar¬ 
riage, and electing pro-family can¬ 
didates to public office. 

“I can think of no better time 


or place than Family Day to 
strengthen our resolve to end ho¬ 
mophobia against our families and 
children,” said Cheryl Deaner, ex¬ 
ecutive director of the All Our 
Families Coalition. “California has 
more lesbian, gay, bisexual, and 
transgender couples and families 
than any other state in the nation.” 

This year’s workshops include 
“Considering Parenthood,” “African 
American Gays and Lesbians Advo¬ 
cating for Ourselves and Our Chil¬ 
dren,” and the “COLAGE Teen 
Panel.” 

Festival proceeds will benefit the 
All Our Families Coalition, Children 
of Lesbians and Gay Everywhere, the 
NIA Collective, and Our Family, an 
LGBT family group. Admission for 
families is $10, adults are $5, and 
kids are free. Adults who volunteer 
for an hour also get in free. 

The festival welcomes every¬ 
one, regardless of age, gender, race, 
ethnicity, or political persuasion.

Can't live without them: PAWS summit 
addresses the animal-human health link

A s some city regulations be¬ 
come less pet-friendly, it’s 
heartening to know that one 
organization helps people with de¬ 
bilitating illnesses care for and keep 
their animals. Pets Are Wonderful 
Support not only makes daily life 
easier for people with AIDS and 
cancer, it educates the public on 
the very real need for fuzzy com¬ 
panions, as demonstrated by the 
upcoming PAWS summit, “The 
Healing Power of the Human-An¬ 
imal Bond: Lessons Learned from 
the AIDS Epidemic,” on October 
20 and 21 in San Francisco. 

Beginning next Friday and 
continuing through Saturday, the 
summit will feature a series of 
workshops and forums on topics 
from the emotional and physio¬ 
logical aspects of the human-ani¬ 
mal bond, to legal and ethical is¬ 
sues around keeping pets during 
an illness, to the evolution of 
human-animal support service 
organizations and the practical 
guidelines these services must im¬ 


plement. Speakers will include 
Fred Angulo, veterinarian and 
medical epidemiologist at the 
Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention; Susan McElroy, au¬ 
thor of Animals as Teacher and 
Healers ; Caroline Schaffer, veteri¬ 
narian and winner of the Human- 
Animal Bond Veterinarian of the 
Year Award; and Marty Becker, a 
veterinarian who will speak on the 
therapeutic qualities of animals. 

The summit will attract people 
from all over the country, bringing 
together representatives from hu¬ 
mane organizations, AIDS service 
organizations, veterinary medical 
associations, and allied healthcare 
to learn how to better promote the 
evolution of new and improved 
human-animal support services 
throughout the Bay Area and be¬ 
yond. Individuals in attendance 
will develop skills, gather informa¬ 
tion, and network with other pro¬ 
fessionals to develop common 
goals to ensure the human-animal 
bond is recognized as valuable 
across all disciplines. 

The event takes place at the 
Crowne Plaza Hotel near Union 


Square. On Friday, conference reg¬ 
istration begins at 7:30 a.m. and a 
continental breakfast is served 
until 9. The first sessions begin at 
9:15 a.m. On Saturday, Becker 
launches the day with “Chicken 
Soup for the Pet Lover’s Soul,” at 
8:30 a.m., and the general sessions 
begin once again at 9:15 a.m.

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Oliver death 
ruled drug- 
related

T he San Francisco Medical Ex¬ 
aminer’s office has complet¬ 
ed its investigation into the 
cause of death of Curtis Richard 
Oliver Jr., who died July 6 after ex¬ 
periencing a medical emergency 
while staying at a temporary 
homeless youth shelter at the Met¬ 
ropolitan Community Church in 
San Francisco. 

The 25-year-old Arkansas na¬ 
tive’s death was determined to be 
accidental, according to the Med¬ 
ical Examiner’s office, and was 
caused by an overdose of a mor¬ 
phine-related drug, such as hero¬ 
in. 

The case is now closed, and the 
complete report is available from 
the Medical Examiner’s office for a 
fee. ▼

t Tjl ue to the department’s perception 
u that officials believe they are being 
W cast in an unfavorable light, the San 
Francisco Department of Public 
Health has changed the way it will 
deal with the Bay Area Reporter. 

From now on, the department ^ 
will answer our questions only in ^ 
writing. This may mean that our 
readers will have to wait to receive 
vital information until Health Director 
Dr. Mitchell Katz and others can care¬ 
fully word their sentences and ^ 

ensure that they contain accu¬ 
rate information. If only this 
policy were in effect in June for 
DPH dealings with the mainstream media. 

It has been more than three months 
since DPH released its “900 new infections,” 
referring to an HIV surge in San Francisco, 
to the San Francisco Chronicle. These num¬ 
bers were reported everywhere from the 
New York Times to the Washington Post, and 
were broadcast as an indicator of what the 
nation could expect for its dreary future. 

Since then, our DPH officials have 
backpedaled in the pages of the B.A.R. and 
re-released rates that now estimate 500-600 
new infection cases, attributing the original 
report to a “media leak” and calling their 
comments “unfortunate.” Yet across the 
country, national news sources are still 
using the “900 new infections” quote as fact, 
a situation with which DPH seems relative¬ 
ly unconcerned. 

In his full letter to the B.A.R., part of

which is quoted above, Dr. 

Katz alleges “misquotes” in 
many of our articles. Yet he 
does not cite a single incident 
in which he believes this has 
occurred. Additionally, DPH 
spokeswoman Eileen Shields 
agreed that there wasn’t any 
misinformation in B.A.R. sto¬ 
ries and declined to take assis¬ 
tant editor Katie Szymanski up 
on her offer to review several 
voice messages from the de¬ 
partment still saved on our sys¬ 
tem. 

“It’s not the quotes,” 

Shields told the B.A.R. “It’s how they’re 
used.” 

It comes as no surprise that the depart¬ 
ment is tired of our critical stories di¬ 
rected toward its continuous inaccu¬ 
racies regarding HIV infection rates 
and a “surge” of male rectal gonorrhea 
incidence among men who have sex 
with men. We’re tired of writing them. 
Yet because other news outlets are 
happy to report inflated figures 
while simultaneously blaming 
irresponsible gay sex practices, 
we have asked that for the sake 
of these gay men, the true and 
accurate rates be released instead. But DPH’s 
anger toward our persistent coverage has 
translated into a meritless crusade to render 
themselves blameless for their false state¬ 
ments and their unwillingness to correct 
these statements on a larger scale. 

Moreover, DPH officials are hiding be¬ 
hind the ACT UP/San Francisco name in an 
attempt to discredit our reports, believing 
that by linking the B.A.R. with groups that 
are widely viewed as untrustworthy, the de¬ 
partment can easily dismiss our criticism of 
its own serious failures. But the fact is that 
this paper has not been in contact with ACT 
UP/SF or any other group in preparing our 
stories about DPH infection rates. In fact, 
when it comes to being portrayed as unreli¬ 
able, DPH has no one to blame but itself. 

The B.A.R. has never advocated that HIV 
does not cause AIDS, and frankly, we find it 



puzzling that Dr. Katz can 
make that leap. Nor have we 
said that there hasn’t been a 
rise in HIV infections. We do, 
however, maintain that state¬ 
ments about infection rates 
have repeatedly been issued 
and retracted by the depart¬ 
ment, a habit which does not 
suit the needs of the commu¬ 
nity that DPH is supposed to 
serve. 

The B.A.R is not going to 
be scared into silence by DPH 
media policy changes that 
once again place mainstream 
interests above the concerns of the LGBT 
community. The department is a public 
body, accountable to the people, and no 
DPH tactic will change the fact that it is 
open to scrutiny and criticism. Pretending 
that it is concerned about HIV denial in a 
thinly veiled attempt to link the B.A.R. with 
“fringe” movements won’t do it. Falsely fin¬ 
gering the B.A.R. for helping to promote 
unsafe sex won’t do it. In fact there is only 
one way for DPH to escape the criticism it 
has endured from this paper for the last few 
months: tell the truth. 

We are still waiting for the full report on 
the DPH-declared male rectal gonorrhea 
surge. Just days after pointing to these in¬ 
creased infections, DPH removed these rates 
from its monthly sexually transmitted dis¬ 
ease report. It took two months for us to re¬ 
ceive a verbal response about the accurate 
male rectal gonorrhea rates for the month of 
July, and since then we have requested infor¬ 
mation on exactly where the rectal gonor¬ 
rhea rate has surged. As soon as DPH has 
finished documenting everything in writing, 
we will release those numbers to the public. 

In the meantime, you don’t have to op¬ 
pose safer sex or federal AIDS funding to 
ask that correct information about the state 
of public health is released in a timely man¬ 
ner to those most affected by the statistics. 
DPH may change its media policy for B.A.R. 
stories as much as it wants to, but it won’t 
change the fact that it still has a lot of ex¬ 
plaining to do. ▼ 
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Prop. D helps the community

T he lesbian, gay,bisexual, transgender, 
and queer community should be 
proud to support Proposition D - an 
amendment to the San Francisco City Char¬ 
ter that dedicates a small, but important, 
portion of the budget to services for the 
city’s children and youth. 

Initially passed in 1991 and now up for 
renewal, this charter amendment made San 
Francisco the First city in the country to 
guarantee funding for children and youth 
each year in the city budget. Many cities 
have since followed our lead. 

Proposition D ensures that .5 percent of 
the budget will be used to create a Children’s 
Fund. Last year the fund supported 180 
community programs throughout the city 
serving over 80,000 youth. Programs fund¬ 
ed include services for homeless youth, 
after-school and cultural programs, child 
care, job training, educational enrichment, 
and health care. 

One of the success stories of the Chil¬ 
dren’s Fund has been the Lavender Youth 
Recreation and Information Center, a com¬ 
munity-based agency serving LGBTQ youth 
since 1988. LYRIC was the dream of a ded¬ 
icated group of youth activists and allies. 
They wanted to see a service for LGBTQ 
youth, much like services for other youth, 
that did not require a young person to have 
“problems” before having a comfortable, 
fun place to go. When LYRIC finally opened 
its doors, it relied on a handful of volun¬ 
teers. Like many youth services, it was a 
fragile effort that might have folded without 
stable funding. Then the Children’s Fund 
was passed by the voters, and suddenly there 
was a pot of money set aside in the city to 
adequately fund youth programs. LYRIC 


became one of the first beneficiaries of the 
fund. 

Today LYRIC continues to receive sup¬ 
port for core programs such as its after 
school program, its toll-free youth hodine, 
and its job training program, from the Chil¬ 
dren’s Fund. As is the case with most of the 
programs funded, these steady city dollars 
have enabled LYRIC to attract foundation 
grants, as well as state and private dollars. 
There is no doubt that it is the Children’s 
Fund that has allowed LYRIC to thrive and 
to become a model for the country. 
Along with the programs mentioned 
above, LYRIC now offers specific 
programming for young women, 
young men, and transgender youth; 
educational support services; a 
leadership program; and arts and 
media programming. Over 600 
young people attend our 
annual Young, Loud & 

Proud conference each 
summer, and over 25,000 
young people call our talkline each year. 

Many queer youth come to LYRIC and 
feel that it has transformed their lives. Jack- 
son is typical of the over 1,200 youth who 
come through our doors every year: “Before 
I came to LYRIC, I thought nobody cared 
about me, and I didn’t care about anybody, 
because my family didn’t care about me. 
Then I came here and I learned that there 
are people who care about me, even if 
they’re not related to me. When I wasn’t 
going to school the staff used to talk to me 
about it, even though I said I don’t need to 
go to school. It made me feel like they cared 
about what I did. Just because your family 
doesn’t care about you doesn’t mean no one 
will.” 

Other programs that receive money 
from the Children’s Fund that specifically 


serve queer youth include: Bay Area Young 
Positives, Community United Against Vio¬ 
lence, the Center for Young Women’s Devel¬ 
opment, New Village, Castro Mission 
Health Center, Health Initiatives for Youth, 
Legal Services for Children and the Harvey 
Milk Institute. 

These services are still critically needed for 
queer young people throughout our city. Un¬ 
fortunately, many young people still face re¬ 
jection from their families and their friends 
when and if they find the courage to come 
out. Many of our young people are also 
struggling to overcome barriers posed by so¬ 
ciety’s racism, sexism, and economic disad¬ 
vantage. Their access to an equal 
education is often blocked, and 
their traditional support systems 
are frequently non-existent. 

Poet James Baldwin spoke 
for all humanity when he 
said, “They are all our 
children. We will all prof¬ 
it by, or pay for, whatever 
they become.” That is why leadership across 
the LGBTQ community has endorsed 
Proposition D. Our city’s two major LGBTQ 
political clubs, our elected officials, and our 
community activists agree - Proposition D 
makes San Francisco a better place for all of 
us. 

In November, we will have the opportu¬ 
nity to send a message to City Hall: this is a 
city that cares deeply about the future gen¬ 
eration. A strong yes vote on Proposition D 
will ensure that the benefits of the Chil¬ 
dren’s Fund continue, and will tell those 
without a vote that they can depend on the 
rest of us to protect their interests. ▼

Lavender in name only 

Recently, the Alice B. Toklas Club began sending 
out absentee political mailers touting its “lavender 
slate.” A closer look at this slate will suggest that it is 
lavender in name only. 

Alice’s lavender slate mailers betray a lack of con¬ 
cern for the many LGBT people who earn modest or 
meager incomes and who now find they are being 
priced out of their adopted home by rampant greed 
and indifference. These LGBT folk apparently do not 
count in the eyes of Alice’s leadership, as they sell the 
endorsement of their club to the highest bidder. 

This November, Alice opposes Proposition N, 
which would end the eviction crisis caused by Ellis Act 
evictions by real estate speculators. Alice also oppos¬ 
es Proposition L, the neighborhood proposal to stop 
displacement from illegal development, and supports 
Proposition K, the mayor’s giveaway to downtown de¬ 
velopers. Alice also supports Proposition M, yet an¬ 
other attempt by big taxicab companies to take taxi 
medallions away from drivers and give them to Yel¬ 
low Cab and other corporations. 

Apparently, Alice will act as a channel for hundreds 
of thousands of dollars from downtown special inter¬ 
ests in district elections, just as they did during the 
mayor’s race. A recent Alice fundraiser invitation in¬ 
cludes these co-sponsors: SF Taxi Association, PG8tE, 
AT8tT, HMS Associates, and Forest City Develop¬ 
ment. With sponsors like these, it’s not hard to see 
why Alice supports positions which hurt ordinary 
LGBT voters, while supporting candidates like Mark 
Leno, Juanita Owens, Chris Dittenhafer, and Michael 
Yaki, who rubber-stamp the mayor’s big business 
agenda. 

Given such behavior by its leaders, perhaps they 
ought to be called the Alice B. Toklas “Corporate” De¬ 
mocratic Club.

But as HIV infection rates 
climb (at whatever rate) as well as those of other dis¬ 
eases which can destroy lives (do they deny hepatitis 


A, B, and C and other diseases as well?), it is a vain 
wish that their posterized “hip” rebellion - which, I 
posit, masks a subtext of criminal disregard for those 
they wish to save - could be limited to their own 
groovy little cult.

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Where Gore and Bush 
stand on gay issues

$|p hough political partisans of 
George W. Bush, particu- 
II larly gay and lesbian Repub¬ 
licans, will never admit it, when it 
comes to issues especially impor¬ 
tant to the gay community, Vice 
President Al Gore is far and away 
the better candidate in this presi¬ 
dential election. 

With less than four weeks until 
the November 7 election, and with 
the Gore-Bush contest now seen 
as one of the closest presidential 
races in decades, the country’s gay 
and lesbian voters become even 
more important as they choose 
between one of the two eventual 
winners, Gore or Bush. This pres¬ 
idential election is most crucial for 
the gay, lesbian, bisexual, and 
transgender community, in great 
part because the next president 
will likely appoint three, if not 
four, of the country’s next U. S. 
Supreme Court justices. 

Gore would most assuredly ap¬ 
point justices more friendly to¬ 
ward equality for gays 
while Bush proudly 
points to the arch-conser¬ 
vative Antonin Scalia 
and Clarence Thomas 
as being the type of 
justices he most ad¬ 
mires. Both Scalia and 
Thomas have 
repeatedly 
demonstrated, 
by their votes, 
their disdain for gay rights. The 
likelihood that the next president 
will get the chance to reshape the 
Supreme Court and the very fact 
that those newly appointed jus¬ 
tices could overturn any or all cur¬ 
rent laws friendly to the rights of 
gays is the main reason, in my 
mind, that the gay and lesbian 
community, regardless of party af¬ 
filiation, must not elect Bush pres¬ 
ident next month. 

So, how do Gore and Bush 
compare on other issues impor¬ 
tant to the LGBT community? 
Let’s take a look. On the impor¬ 
tant issue of appointments, the 
Clinton-Gore administration has 
appointed more than 150 gays and 
lesbians to executive and judicial 
offices and Gore pledges that, if 
elected, he will continue this lega¬ 
cy. On the other hand, when Bush 
was asked earlier this year (Febru¬ 
ary 20) about appointing gay peo¬ 
ple to public office, he replied: “An 
openly known homosexual is 
somebody who probably wouldn’t 
share my philosophy,” indicating 
he was prone not to appoint such 
people to public office. 

The vice president supports 
eliminating the military’s current 
“Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell” policy and 
allowing homosexuals to openly 
serve in the country’s military. 
Governor Bush, however, opposes 
allowing gays and lesbians to serve 
openly in the military and says the 
current DADT policy is sufficient. 

On another issue of great im¬ 
portance, Gore supports the Em¬ 
ployment Non-Discrimination 
Act and will continue the 1998 
landmark executive order against 
discrimination in the federal civil¬ 
ian workforce. Bush refused to 
adopt a non-discrimination poli¬ 
cy inclusive of sexual orientation 
as Texas governor; Bush also has 
refused to endorse ENDA. 

On AIDS/HIV, Gore has re¬ 
peatedly fought for expanded 
medical coverage for people with 


HIV/AIDS, including legislation 
to protect individuals - once they 
are able to return to work - from 
losing their federal health benefits. 
Bush is opposed to key HIV/AIDS 
prevention efforts, including those 
targeted toward providing 
information on safe 
sex to young Ameri¬ 
cans. 

Another issue of 
importance is the 
one of gay adoption. 
Gore fully supports 
delegating gay adop¬ 
tion decisions 
to adoption 
professionals 
on a case-by- 
case basis; Gore believes that 
adoption decisions should be 
made in the best interest of the 
child and not based on prejudice. 
Gore also supports extending ben¬ 
efits that married couples receive 
to domestic partners. Bush says: 
“I’m against gay adoptions.” Bush 
also supports the Texas sodomy 
law as a symbolic gesture of “tra¬ 
ditional values,” indicating his dis¬ 
belief in the legitimacy of gay re¬ 
lationships. 

On the growing issue of anti¬ 
gay violence, the two candidates 
differ pointedly. Gore declares that 
“violence against gays and lesbians 
must end now; as president, I will 
continue to fight for enactment of 
a hate crimes law which includes 
sexual orientation.” As governor 
of his state, in 1999, Bush opposed 
adding “sexual orientation” to 
Texas’ hate crimes law. 

Indeed, only last week a Re- 
publican-controlled U.S. Senate 
conference committee, controlled 
by Bush supporters, openly 
thwarted Democratic attempts to 
expand federal hate crimes pro¬ 
tection for gays through a defense 
bill, thereby likely destroying any 
chance of its passage in this con¬ 
gressional session. The provisions 
that the Bush Republicans in Con¬ 
gress stripped from the defense 
authorization bill last week would 
have extended federal civil rights 
protection to violent crimes in¬ 
volving gender and sexual orien¬ 
tation and would have made it 
easier for the federal government 
to intervene in such cases. 

Vowing not to be turned back 
by the Republicans in Congress, 
Democrats this week promised to 
continue pushing for passage of 
the hate crimes legislation, possi¬ 
bly as part of a huge, catchall bill 
at the end of the session. “If the 
national outcry continues to get 
loud enough, we still might have a 
slight chance to act on this issue in 
the remaining days of this Con¬ 


gress,” said Senator Edward 
Kennedy (D-Massachusetts), a 
chief sponsor of the hates crimes 
proposal. 

However, the Republican lead¬ 
ers in charge of both the Senate 
and the House of Representatives 
declared again this week that they 
oppose passing the legislation in 
any form. Indeed, Senate Majority 
Leader Trent Lott (R-Mississip- 
pi) issued a statement saying that 
he believes “it should not be made 
a matter of federal law to desig¬ 
nate one group of crimes and its 
victims [read: homosexualsl less 
important than others.” 

Now comes the real question 
for Bush and his gay and lesbian 
supporters. One has to ask simply 
why Bush, with perhaps a slight 
nudge from those gay and lesbian 
Log Cabin Republicans (who have 
endorsed him and credit him for 
“reaching out”) didn’t simply in¬ 
tervene with those GOP congres¬ 
sional leaders on this important 
hate crimes issue. But, not a word. 
Surprising? Well, it shouldn’t be 
since these very same gay Repub¬ 
licans have long ago proved they 
care more about partisan politics 
than they do about gay rights. In¬ 
deed, a gay Republican columnist 
for this paper wrote only last week 
that under Gore’s administration 
we would likely get “four more 
years of Democratic excuse-mak¬ 
ing.” Even that would be better, 
however, than the silence we con¬ 
tinue to get from Bush and his gay 
allies on an issue of such impor¬ 
tance as hate crimes laws for gays. 

The main reason that we 
should vote for Al Gore for presi¬ 
dent next month? One only has to 
take a quick look at what George 
W. Bush offers - the man opposes 
gay civil unions, gay adoptions, 
gays in the military, defends his 
own state’s sodomy statute, and 
worst of all, continues to oppose 
hate crimes legislation. And the 
Log Cabin gays credit Bush for 
“reaching out”? Reaching out to 
whom? Jesse Helms, Lott, Pat 
Robertson, Jerry Falwell, and 
Bob Jones? Wake up folks - par¬ 
ticularly you never-say-die gay 
and lesbian Republicans. This 
presidential election is about our 
very survival. We are only digging 
our heads into the sand to think 
otherwise. Al Gore, faults and all, 
is the only choice that LGBT 
Americans have on November 7. 
It’s as simple as that.

What was 
sexual inversion?

•p oday, the American Psych i- 
^ atric Association warns 
S against therapies designed to 
change sexual orientation and has 
held for more than 25 years that 
homosexuality is psychologically 
normal. Yet, during an earlier era, 
most psychiatrists believed that 
homosexuality was a mental ill¬ 
ness. 

German psychiatrist Karl 
Westphal created the first 
diagnosis for same-sex de¬ 
sire in an 1869 article in a 
German psychiatric jour¬ 
nal. At the time he was 
writing, sex between men was 
illegal and was believed to 
be the result of de¬ 
pravity. Westphal 
broke new ground 
when he argued that 
same-sex desire was not a moral 
failure, but the result of a mental 
illness. Westphal based his conclu¬ 
sions on case studies of one female 
and one male patient. 

The female case was a woman 
who had thought of herself as 
boyish since she was a child. She 
remembered that she objected to 
the frilly dresses her mother told 
her to wear and preferred pants. 
When playtime came, she rough- 
housed with the boys instead of 
playing house and learning to 
cook like other girls. As an adult 
she avoided marriage and was 
only attracted to other women. 
The male patient was like the fe¬ 
male patient, but in reverse. He 
wanted to wear the frilly dresses 
the female patient hated, and he 
remembered himself as a girlish 
boy. He, too, never had any sexual 
interest in a member of the oppo¬ 
site sex. 

Westphal wrote that both sub¬ 
jects suffered from the same con¬ 
genital disease. He called it “con¬ 
trary sexual feeling,” but within a 
few years the term became “sexu¬ 
al inversion,” a result of a series of 
mistranslations from Westphal’s 
German. In WestphaTs opinion, 
the patients he studied were phys¬ 
ically normal members of their re¬ 
spective sexes, but they were psy¬ 
chologically constituted like 
members of the opposite sex, and 
this inborn anomaly explained all 
same-sex attraction. (Doctors in 
the 19th century did not recognize 
a difference between homosexual¬ 
ity and transsexuality.) 

Sexual inversion was new to 
psychiatry, but it was not really 
new. In fact, Westphal borrowed 
most of his theory from German 
lawyer Karl Heinrich Ulrichs. 
Since the early 1860s, Ulrichs had 
been publishing pamphlets about

“Urnings,” people he claimed had 
a “female mind in a male body,” to 
explain his own sexual feelings. 
Ulrichs believed that if the Ger¬ 
man people learned about his the¬ 
ory that Urning desire was inborn, 
they would see that incarcerating 
Urnings was wrong. 

At first, Ulrichs welcomed 
WestphaTs article because it ad¬ 
vanced his congenital theory and 
opposed jailing inverts. But sexu¬ 
al inversion had a dark side that 
ultimately led Ulrichs to repu¬ 
diate the psychiatrist’s find¬ 
ings. In spite of a long de¬ 
bate between the two men, 
Westphal would not agree 
that inversion was natur¬ 
al, as Ulrichs argued, but 
insisted that almost all in¬ 
verts were severely 
mentally ill. 

Westphal was a re¬ 
spected physician, 
and his sickness model prevailed. 
In Germany, Austria, and France, 
many physicians diagnosed their 
patients as inverts and wrote arti¬ 
cles about their cases. Surprisingly, 
many men who read the medical 
articles identified with the diagno¬ 
sis and even called themselves in¬ 
verts. Self-described inverts were 
searching for an understanding of 
themselves that broke with the 
common sense view that they were 
depraved sinners who belonged in 
jail. With no other choices, inver¬ 
sion seemed the most attractive 
identity to many, even though it 
implied mental illness. 

Still, some people who were 
called inverts by doctors resented 
the label, and others worked to re¬ 
define the word and make it less 
pejorative. In 1896, Marc Andre 
Raffaloyich launched an angry at¬ 
tack on inversion in his book, 
Uranism and Unisexuality. He 
wrote that inversion was such a 
preposterous idea that he would 
not even use the word. Instead, he 
coined “unisexual,” a term that 
never caught on. Raffalovich ar¬ 
gued that congenital unisexuals 
were masculine by nature, and 
that effeminacy was a not a sign of 
unisexuality, but of depravity. 

In the same year, a much more 
influential book titled Sexual In¬ 
version, by physician Havelock 
Ellis and scholar John Addington 
Symonds, an invert himself, did 
not abandon inversion, but rede¬ 
fined it. According to Ellis and 
Symonds, inversion was not a 
mental illness, but a normal 
hereditary variation. Sexual Inver¬ 


sion was the first medical text that 
showed that inverts could be mas¬ 
culine or feminine and that they 
lived productive, often happy 
lives. 

Early in the 20th century, 
WestphaTs diagnosis was eclipsed 
by the theories of Sigmund Freud. 
According to his 1905 Three Essays 
on the Theory of Sexuality, people 
come in many combinations, in¬ 
cluding feminine heterosexuals 
and masculine homosexuals, de¬ 
pending on their upbringing, not 
their genes. As Freud’s point of 
view won out over older psychi¬ 
atric approaches, WestphaTs theo¬ 
ry was all but forgotten, though 
most of Freud’s followers agreed 
with Westphal that homosexuality 
was a mental disease. 

Today, Westphal and Ulrichs’s 
“male mind in a female body” and 
vice versa seems a better descrip¬ 
tion of transgender than homo¬ 
sexual experience, but the distinc¬ 
tion between transgender and gay 
identities is a 20th century devel¬ 
opment that did not occur to the 
theorists of inversion. T

ants’ Union’s steering committee. 

Proposition N would require 
that TICs and other condos sneak¬ 
ing through the law be subject to 
the same 200 annual limit that ap¬ 
plies to the present definition of 
condominiums. Those 200 con¬ 
versions are chosen by lottery, so 
building owners have no guaran¬ 
tee that their condo profits will be 
immediate. 

“Right now,” said Avicolli 
Mecca, “it’s a quick profit, a way to 
make millions in a weekend by 
evicting tenants and soliciting new 
owners. But if TICs are subject to 
the same lottery system, it won’t be 
profitable to evict those tenants. If 
you can’t make instant money 
there’s less incentive to evict those 
tenants and wait for the lottery.” 


Avicolli Mecca cautions against 
believing the argument that limit¬ 
ing tenancies in common will give 
tenants fewer options to buy their 
owm property. 

“It’s already in the books that 
tenants should be offered first pick 
at the proposed units, but 90 per¬ 
cent of our city’s renters cannot 
afford them,” he said. “Mostly 
those units go to people moving in 
from outside the city, displacing 
our long-term residents.” 

If Propositions H and N pass, 
say activists, it will translate into 
fewer evictions and perhaps even 
keep this city from its rapid trend 
toward one-dimensionalism.

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More controversy at 
Michigan Womyn’s Fest

M he Michigan Womyn’s 
Music Festival is at the cen¬ 
ter of controversy again, but 
not over transgendered women, as 
in past years. Several right wing 
groups claim that children may 
have witnessed adult public sex 
during the August festival, which, 
according to state law, constitutes 
child abuse. Because conservatives 
never tire of invoking “innocent 
children” in their campaign 
against all kinds of social change, 
the lesbian and gay community 
needs to think seriously about 
how kids figure into our 
events. 

Right wingers don’t just 
single out lesbians and gay 
men for attack where chil¬ 
dren are concerned, al¬ 
though we’re one of their 
favorite targets. Wel¬ 
fare mothers and 
other “unfit” parents 
also set off 
right wing 

alarms. In one _____________ 

outrageous 

example from last spring, Cynthia 
Stewart, a straight mother living 
in Ohio, found herself facing 16 
years in prison for taking photos 
of her prepubescent daughter in 
the bathtub. The pictures were for 
a family album, but a local photo 
processing lab reported her as a 
potential child pornographer. 

Ironically, many of the same 
conservatives who express such 
great concern about the well¬ 
being of “innocent children” also 
oppose welfare and universal 
health care. Their opposition to 
sex education in schools and to 
abortion rights threatens to bring 
more unwanted and uncared-for 
children into the world. Instead of 
supporting laws that could actual¬ 
ly help children, right wing ac¬ 
tivists look for scapegoats to 
blame for the collapse of the so- 
called traditional family. 

The stereotype of lesbians and 
gay men as child molesters still 
persists, so we fit the scapegoat bill 
perfectly. This summer, one right 
wing journalist lurking on the 
bulletin boards of the Michigan 
festival’s Web site (www.mich- 
fest.com) found a wealth of am¬ 
munition. 

In a sensational article for 
Americans for Truth (www.amer- 
icansfortruth.com), Allyson Smith 
quoted juicy posts from the 
Michigan bulletin boards, in 
which festival attendees enter-

tained each other with stories 
of their feats of public sex. 
Smith juxtaposed these posts 
with others from women 
who expressed serious reser¬ 
vations about public sex acts 
that they encountered at the 
festival and that they thought 
children, too, might have 
witnessed. The local chapter 
of the American Family As¬ 
sociation jumped at the 
chance to bring Smith’s lurid 
report to the attention of 
state law enforcement offi¬ 
cials. 

I can’t comment on what 
happened at Michigan, be¬ 
cause I wasn’t there. To 
make it even more 
difficult to find de¬ 
tails, festival organiz¬ 
ers panicked after 
Smith’s article sur¬ 
faced, circling their 
wagons. They shut down 
the site’s bulletin boards 
temporarily and “pull[ed] 
posts ... par- 
ticularly sus¬ 
ceptible to 
distortion,” 
according to the Web site. Now 
the boards are squeaky clean, and 
what was actually said on them 
about public sex at the camp¬ 
grounds is unknown to all but a 
few. The purge wasn’t the smartest 
decision on the part of the orga¬ 
nizers, and, predictably, the AFA 
now charges that the music festi¬ 
val has something to hide. 

What would be a better way for 
our organizations to safeguard 
against these kinds of attacks? 
Since children are a growing part 
of the community, our organiza¬ 
tions need to grapple with 
whether kids really belong at 
events like Michigan. The festival 
was designed for adults and bills 
itself as a place for women to be 
“wild and strong and sexual.” If I 
had kids, I wouldn’t bring them to 
an event that advertises in that 
way - not because I think sex (gay 
or straight) is lewd or shameful, 
but because I believe it’s for con¬ 
senting adults, not children. 

It’s true that Michigan has 
childcare areas for girls, boys, and 
toddlers. In these three separate 
camps, adults supervise the chil¬ 
dren throughout the day and also 
for part of the evenings. But here’s 
the dilemma: The registration 
form for childcare makes it possi¬ 
ble to give permission for a girl 
under 16 to be a “wanderer,” 
roaming through the grounds 
freely on her own. These wander¬ 



ers could conceivably encounter 
adult sex in their travels. If you 
personally think it’s fine for chil¬ 
dren to observe adults having sex, 
this may not seem like a big deal. 
But in a state like Michigan, with 
its child abuse statute and hyper- 
vigilant American Family Associa¬ 
tion, it can be a very big deal in¬ 
deed. 

If events like Michigan contin¬ 
ue to admit children, they need to 
come up with clear policies on 
public sex, so that parents can 
make decisions about attending 
with their kids. Is sexual activity 
permitted only in private tents or 
also in a designated public space? 
How about in sex-related work¬ 
shops? Every adult attending such 
an event needs to have the same 
understanding of where sexual ac¬ 
tivity can take place, so that she 
can accept any possible legal fall¬ 
out. 

There’s a feeling in the lesbian 
community that, because we’re 
oppressed on account of our sex¬ 
uality, we shouldn’t set up rules 
about sex for our own spaces. But, 
as this incident with the Michigan 
festival points out, we have to face 
the reality that the increasing 
numbers of children among us 
make our organizations and our 
families particularly vulnerable to 
attacks from the right. T

A rainbow flag still flies over 
the building. The owner, 
bartenders, and barbacks 
all are gay. Drag queens, gay men, 
and lesbians are everywhere. And 
for 15 years the Faces nightclub 
has been the largest and most 
popular gay bar in California’s 
capital city, drawing to its doors 
the LGBT community from San 
Francisco to Reno, Stockton to 
Chico. So why are many Sacra- 
mentans now calling into ques¬ 
tion this venerable institution’s 
credentials as a gay bar? 

For nearly two decades Faces 
and its predecessor K Street have 
reigned supreme over all other gay 
clubs in Sacramento. It has been 
“the sun in Sacramento’s gay solar 
system,” said Richard Boriolo, a 
former bartender at the club and 
now owner of Hamburger Mary’s. 

The club’s dominance of the 
gay scene has remained largely 
unchallenged due to owner Terry 
Sidie’s savvy business decisions. 
While other bars cater to neigh¬ 
borhood or age-specific clientele, 
until now Faces (because of its 
size, location, and a floor plan of¬ 
fering several venues under one 
roof) has been the club where 
everyone could go and feel wel¬ 
come. In a relatively small gay 
community like Sacramento’s, in¬ 
clusion has been the key to the 
club’s success.

But, along with the changing 
demographics of downtown 
Sacramento, the club scene has 
begun to change as well. Three 
years ago The Western was sold 
and new owners.reopened the 
club as The Depot, a “Detour- 
meets-Midnight Sun” refurb, be¬ 
coming the first bar in 20 years to 
give Faces some serious across- 
the-street competition. 

Whether it was to offset rev¬ 
enue lost to The Depot and The 
Mercantile’s patio bar or just an 
opportunity to increase the club’s 
profitability, Face’s most recent 
marketing decision has created the 
“is it gay enough?” controversy 
among gay and lesbian clubgoers. 

Sidie made the decision to ag¬ 
gressively promote Faces to the 
straight community as an “alter¬ 
native” dance club both in

straight-oriented newspapers as 
well as on two local radio stations 
where the ads ambiguously tout¬ 
ed Faces as “a club for the open- 
'minded.” 

This marketing decision has 
proven to be successful for him, so 
far. However, the success of that 
advertising has had a profound 
impact on the club’s demograph¬ 
ics, changing the Faces crowd 
from gay and lesbian to mixed. 
This has left at least a few of the 
club’s longtime partons feeling 
alienated. “It’s no longer a gay 
club,” said Larry, who declined to 
give his last name. He’s a former 
Faces customer who now calls The 
Depot his “club of choice.” 

For Joey Mota, another long¬ 
time Faces patron, the decision by 
Sidie to market the club to straight 
clientele may be profitable, but it’s 
not acceptable. “I think it’s wrong. 
I think it’s a sellout of the gay 
community to make a buck.” 

In fact Jeff, Faces doorman 
since the bar’s beginning (who 
also declined to give his last 
name), tells any of the new 
straight patrons who ask, “this 
used to be primarily a gay bar.” So, 
if the doorman no longer consid¬ 
ers Faces to be a gay bar, what ex¬ 
actly is it? 

Like the large Tracks club of 
the late 1980s in Washington, 
D.C., Faces is redefining itself as a 
club for everyone, gay and 
straight. For Tracks, the decision 
to change its focus from exclusive¬ 
ly a gay bar in order to draw the 
straight community’s large num¬ 


bers and dollars, eventually led to 
the club’s closure by the early 
1990s as the gay community re¬ 
treated to its gay-only clubs and 
the straight community lost inter¬ 
est in the novelty club. 

Reportedly, in recent weeks, 
fights have broken out at Faces 
after young straight men who had 
too much to drink lost their “po¬ 
litical correctness” toward gay and 
lesbian customers. The bar has in¬ 
creased its security both inside 
and in front of the club, but many 
in the LGBT community worry 
that the fights and security issues 
of Faces will inevitably become 
concerns for the two neighboring 
gay bars. 

Faces’ marketing decision begs 
the question: What constitutes a 
gay bar? Is it ownership, staffing, 
or patronage? 

The Depot, the newcomer that 
has forced Sidie’s foray into the 
straight twenty-something com¬ 
munity, is gay-owned. A surpris¬ 
ing 50 percent of its bartenders 
and barbacks, however, are 
straight. Still, its patronage re¬ 
mains almost all gay or lesbian. 

The Mercantile is staffed by gay 
and lesbian bartenders, but it has 
long been owned by a straight San 
Franciscan. The Bolt, a popular 
new leather and Levi bar, is gay- 
owned and -operated. However, 
it’s a men-only club. 

As for the bar and restaurant 
venues, Sacramento’s Hamburger 
Mary’s stands out as both gay- 
owned and gay-operated. The 
restaurant and bar staff is primar¬ 
ily gay or lesbian, but as with any 
restaurant, patronage is mixed. 
The Town House is a smaller bar 
and restaurant that caters to a 
neighborhood crowd of primari¬ 
ly gay men and lesbians, and is 
managed by a lesbian but owned 
by a straight couple. 

Despite the controversy and 
hurt feelings over Faces’ changing 
demographics, Sacramento’s 
downtown nightlife is perhaps the 
best it’s ever been. But for the anti- 
assimilationist who despises the 
blurring of that gay-straight line, 
it may be time to lament Sacra¬ 
mento’s changing downtown 
scene. T 


Mastectomy book to be 
discussed at BCA forum

W or various reasons, images of 
. 7 women with mastectomies 
always provoke a loud public 
response. It happened when a se¬ 
ries of graphically detailed adver¬ 
tisements appeared around the 
city, and when women with mas¬ 
tectomies walked topless through 
the Pride Parade. And it will hap¬ 
pen again with San Francisco pho¬ 
tographer Amelia Davis’s new 
book, The First Look, released by 
University of Illinois Press this 
month, which is also National 
Breast Cancer Awareness Month. 

In order to provide people a 
chance to view and talk about 
mastectomy depictions in an in¬ 
telligent manner, Breast Cancer 
Action will host a forum on 
Thursday, October 19 to discuss 
Davis’s book, which features sto¬ 
ries and photographs of women 
who have undergone breast 


surgery for cancer. 

The group that doesn’t sh*y 
away from controversy will con¬ 
front head-on the issues brought 
forth by mastectomy images, from 
“shocking” to “reassuring,” as de¬ 
scribed by Dr. Nancy Snyderman, 
who wrote the forward for Davis’s 
book. Snyderman, who is also an 
ABC News corespondent, will 
moderate the discussion, which 
takes place at the Hang Gallery, 
556 Sutter Street, from 6-8:30 p.m. 

“People have strong reactions 
to images of women missing a 
breast,” said Barbara Brenner, ex¬ 
ecutive director of BCA. “We think 
it’s important to show people the 
reality of this disease, and we want 
to give them a place to talk about 
it.” 

Admission to next week’s 
forum is free, and refreshments 
will be provided courtesy of Vi- 
vande.

M HIGHLY EFFECTIVE THERAPY 

CRIXIVAN in combination with antiretroviral agents is a powerful protease inhibitor that fights HIV 
and is among the preferred treatments for HIV in federal healthcare guidelines. 1 CRIXIVAN can 
help reduce the chance of illnesses and death associated with HIV; CRIXIVAN can also help lower 
the amount of HIV in your body (called “viral load”) and raise your CD4 T-cell count, as shown 
in studies over a one-year period. Some patients may not experience these effects. CRIXIVAN 
is not a cure for HIV or AIDS. 

M DURABLE RESULTS 

In a landmark study, over 90% of 31 patients receiving a combination of CRIXIVAN, AZT, 
and 3TC reduced their serum viral load below the limit of detection after 24 weeks. 
Importantly the limited number of patients who chose to stay with the study for longer periods 
of time maintained these results through the one-year mark. In a separate study, 30% of 261 
patients receiving dual therapy of CRIXIVAN and AZT had serum viral loads below the limit 
of detection at 48 weeks. In another landmark study, 43% of 40 patients receiving combination 
therapy with CRIXIVAN, AZT, and 3TC had plasma viral loads below the limit of detection at 
40 weeks. In this study of over 1,000 patients, the group of patients receiving CRIXIVAN 
along with 3TC and AZT achieved a reduction in deaths and AIDS-defining illnesses over 
those taking 3TC and AZT alone. Overall, the number of deaths was inadequate to assess the 
impact of CRIXIVAN on survival. Blood viral loads were measured by available tests and the 
virus may still be present in other organ systems. 

I THINGS YOU SHOULD KNOW ABOUT CRIXIVAN 

CRIXIVAN can be taken with a light meal or on an empty stomach. Some patients treated 
with CRIXIVAN may develop stones in the kidney or urinary tract. For some, this can lead to 
more severe kidney problems, including kidney failure. Drinking at least 6 glasses of water each 
day may help reduce the chance of forming these stones. Other side effects reported include 
rapid breakdown of red blood cells and liver problems. 

As with other protease inhibitors, changes in body fat, increased bleeding in some patients with 
hemophilia, and increased blood sugar levels or diabetes have been reported. Additionally, severe 
muscle pain and weakness have occurred in patients also taking cholesterol-lowering medicines 
called “statins’.’ There are some common medications and AIDS-related medications you should 
not take with CRIXIVAN. Also, taking CRIXIVAN with any products containing St. Johns wort, 
an herbal supplement, is not recommended because it may lead to increased viral load and 
possible resistance to CRIXIVAN. Discuss all medications you are taking or plan to take with 
your doctor

Generic name: indinavir (in-DIH-nulvveer) sulfate 


Please read this information before you start taking CRIXIVAN. Also, read the leaflet each time you 
renew your prescription, just in case anything has changed. Remember, this leaflet does not take the 
place of careful discussions with your doctor. You and your doctor should discuss CRIXIVAN when 
you start taking your medication and at regular checkups. You should remain under a doctor’s care 
when using CRIXIVAN and should not change or stop treatment without first talking with your doctor. 

What is CRIXIVAN? 

CRIXIVAN is an oral capsule used for the treatment of HIV (Human Immunodeficiency Virus). 
HIV is the virus that causes AIDS (acquired immune deficiency syndrome). CRIXIVAN is a type of 
HIV drug called a protease (PRO-tee-ase) inhibitor. 

H o w does CRIXIVAN work? 

CRIXIVAN is a protease inhibitor that fights HIV. CRIXIVAN can help reduce your chances of getting 
illnesses associated with HIV. CRIXIVAN can also help lower the amount of HIV in your body (called “viral 
load”) and raise your CD4 (T) cell count. CRIXIVAN may not have these effects in all patients. 

CRIXIVAN is usually prescribed with other anti-HIV drugs such as ZDV (also called AZT), 3TC, ddl, ddC, or 
d4T. CRIXIVAN works differently from these other anti-HIV drugs. Talk with your doctor about how you should 
take CRIXIVAN. 

CRIXIVAN has been studied in adults. The safety and effectiveness of CRIXIVAN in children and adolescents 
have not been established. 

How should I take C RIXIVAN? 

There are six important things you must do to help you benefit from CRIXIVAN: 

1 . Take CRIXIVAN capsules every day as prescribed by your doctor. Continue taking CRIXIVAN unless 
your doctor tells you to stop. Take the exact amount of CRIXIVAN that your doctor tells you to take, right from 
the very start. To help make sure you will benefit from CRIXIVAN, you must not skip doses or take “drug 
holidays”. 

If you don’t take CRIXIVAN as prescribed, the activity of CRIXIVAN may be reduced (due to resistance). 

2. Take CRIXIVAN capsules every 8 hours around the clock, every day. It may be easier 
to remember to take CRIXIVAN if you take it at the same time every day. If you have questions about 
when to take CRIXIVAN, your doctor or health care provider can help you decide what schedule 
works for you. 

3. If you miss a dose by more than 2 hours, wait and then take the next dose at the regularly 
scheduled time. However, if you miss a dose by less than 2 hours, take your missed dose immediately. 
Then take your next dose at the regularly scheduled time. Do not take more or less than your prescribed 
dose of CRIXIVAN at any one time. 

4. Take CRIXIVAN with water. You can also take CRIXIVAN with other beverages such as skim or non-fat milk, 
juice, coffee, or tea. 

5. Ideally, take each dose of CRIXIVAN without food but with water at least one hour before or 
two hours after a meal. Or you can take CRIXIVAN with a light meal. Examples of light meals include: 

dry toast with jelly, juice, and coffee (with skim or non-fat milk and sugar if you want) 
corn flakes with skim or non-fat milk and sugar 

Do not take CRIXIVAN at the same time as any meals that are high in calories, fat, and protein 
(for example — a bacon and egg breakfast). When taken at the same time as CRIXIVAN, these foods 
can interfere with CRIXIVAN being absorbed into your bloodstream and may lessen its effect. 

6. It is critical that you drink at least six 8-ounce glasses of liquids (preferably water) throughout 
the day, every day. CRIXIVAN can cause kidney stones. Having enough fluids in your body 
should help reduce the chances of forming a kidney stone. Call your doctor or other health care provider 
if you develop kidney pains (middle to lower stomach or back pain) or blood in the urine. 

Does CRIXIVAN cure HIV or AIDS? 

CRIXIVAN is not a cure for HIV or AIDS. People taking CRIXIVAN may still develop infections or other conditions 
associated with HIV. Because of this, it is very important for you to remain under the care of a doctor. Although 
CRIXIVAN is not a cure for HIV or AIDS, CRIXIVAN can help reduce your chances of getting illnesses, including 
death, associated with HIV. CRIXIVAN may not have these effects in all patients. 

Does CRIXIVAN reduce the risk of passing HIV to others? 

CRIXIVAN has not been shown to reduce the risk of passing HIV to others through sexual contact or blood 
contamination. 

Who should not take CRIXIVAN? 

Do not take CRIXIVAN if you have had a serious allergic reaction to CRIXIVAN or any of its components. 

What other medical problems or co nd itions should I discuss with mv do ctor? 

Talk to your doctor if: 

■ You are pregnant or if you become pregnant while you are taking CRIXIVAN. We do not yet know how 
CRIXIVAN affects pregnant women or their developing babies. 

■ You are breast-feeding. You should stop breast-feeding if you are taking CRIXIVAN. 

Also talk to your doctor if you have: 

■ Problems with your liver, especially if you have mild or moderate liver disease caused by cirrhosis. 

■ Problems with your kidneys. 

■ Diabetes 

■ Hemophilia 

■ High cholesterol and you are taking cholesterol-lowering medicines called “statins”. 

Tell your doctor about any medicines you are taking or plan to take, including non-prescription medicines, 
herbal products including St. John’s wort ( Hypericum perforatum), or dietary supplements. 


Can CR IXIVAN be taken with other medications?** 

Drugs you should not take with CRIXIVAN: 

SELDANE® (terfenadine) HISMANAL® (astemizole) 

VERSED® (midazolam) HALCION® (triazolam) 

ORAP® (pimozide) Ergot medications (e.g., Wigraine® and Cafergot®) 

PROPULSID® (cisapride) 

Taking CRIXIVAN with the above medications could result in serious or life-threatening problems (such as 
irregular heartbeat or excessive sleepiness). 

In addition, you should not take CRIXIVAN with the following: Rifampin, known as RIFADIN®, RIFAMATE®, 
RIFATER®,or RIMACTANE®. 

It is not recommended to take CRIXIVAN with the cholesterol-lowering drugs MEVACOR* (lovastatin) or 
ZOCOR* (simvastatin) because of possible drug interactions. There is also an increased risk of drug interactions 
between CRIXIVAN and LIPITOR® (atorvastatin) and BAYCOL® (cerivastatin); talk to your doctor before you 
take any of these cholesterol-reducing drugs with CRIXIVAN. 

Taking CRIXIVAN with St. John’s wort (Hypericum perforatum), an herbal product sold as a dietary supplement, 
or products containing St. John's wort is not recommended. Taking St. John’s wort has been shown to decrease 
CRIXIVAN levels and may lead to increased viral load and possible resistance to CRIXIVAN or cross resistance 
to other antiretroviral drugs. 

Drugs you can take with CRIXIVAN include: 

RETROVIR® (zidovudine,'ZDV also called AZT) EPIVIR™ (lamivudine, 3TC) 

ZERIT® (stavudine, d4T) isoniazid (INH) 

BACTRIM®/SEPTRA® (trimethoprim/sulfamethoxazole) DIFLUCAN® (fluconazole) 

BIAXIN® (clarithromycin) 0RTH0-N0VUM 1/35® (oral contraceptive) 

TAGAMET® (cimetidine) Methadone 

VIDEX® (didanosine, ddl) — If you take CRIXIVAN with VIDEX®, take them at least one hour apart. 
MYCOBUTIN® (rifabutin) — If you take CRIXIVAN with MYCOBUTIN®, your doctor may adjust both the 
dose of MYCOBUTIN and the dose of CRIXIVAN. 

NIZORAL® (ketoconazole)—If you take CRIXIVAN with NIZORAL®, your doctor may adjust the dose of CRIXIVAN. 
RESCRIPTOR® (delavirdine)—If you take CRIXIVAN with RESCRIPTORf your doctor may adjust the dose of CRIXIVAN. 
SPORANOX® (itraconazole)—If you take CRIXIVAN with SPORANOX®, your doctor may adjust the dose of CRIXIVAN. 
SUSTIVA™ (efavirenz)—If you take CRIXIVAN with SUSTIVA’”, your doctor may adjust the dose of CRIXIVAN. 
Talk to your doctor about any medications you are taking. 

Wha t are the possible side effects of CRIXIVA N? 

Like all prescription drugs, CRIXIVAN can cause side effects. The following is not a complete list of 
side effects reported with CRIXIVAN when taken either alone or with other anti-HIV drugs. Do not rely on 
this leaflet alone for information about side effects. Your doctor can discuss with you a more complete list 
of side effects. 

Some patients treated with CRIXIVAN developed kidney stones. In some of these patients this led to 
more severe kidney problems, including kidney failure or inflammation of the kidneys. Drinking at 
least six 8-ounce glasses of liquid (preferably water) each day should help reduce the chances of 
forming a kidney stone. Call your doctor or other health care provider if you develop kidney pains (middle 
to lower stomach or back pain) or blood in the urine. 

Some patients treated with CRIXIVAN have had rapid breakdown of red blood cells (hemolytic anemia) which 
in some cases was severe or resulted in death. 

Some patients treated with CRIXIVAN have had liver problems including liver failure and death. Some patients 
had other illnesses or were taking other drugs. It is uncertain if CRIXIVAN caused these liver problems. 
Diabetes and high blood sugar (hyperglycemia) have occurred in patients taking protease inhibitors. In some 
of these patients, this led to ketoacidosis, a serious condition caused by poorly controlled blood sugar. Some 
patients had diabetes before starting protease inhibitors, others did not. Some patients required adjustments 
to their diabetes medication. Others needed new diabetes medication. 

In some patients with hemophilia, increased bleeding has been reported. 

Severe muscle pain and weakness have occurred in patients taking protease inhibitors, including CRIXIVAN, 
together with some of the cholesterol-lowering medicines called “statins.” Call your doctor if you develop 
severe muscle pain or weakness. 

Changes in body fat have been seen in some patients taking protease inhibitors. These changes may include 
increased amount of fat in the upper back and neck (“buffalo hump”), breast, and around the trunk. Loss 
of fat from the legs and arms may also happen. The cause and long term health effects of these conditions 
are not known at this time. 

Clinical Studies 

Increases in bilirubin (one laboratory test of liver function) have been reported in approximately 10% of 
patients. Usually, this finding has not been associated with liver problems. However, on rare occasions, a 
person may develop yellowing of the skin and/or eyes. 

Side effects occurring in 2% or more of patients included: abdominal pain, fatigue or weakness, low red 
blood celt count, flank pain, painful urination, feeling unwell, nausea, upset stomach, diarrhea, vomiting, 
acid regurgitation, increased or decreased appetite, back pain, headache, dizziness, taste changes, rash, itchy 
skin, yellowing of the skin and/or eyes, upper respiratory infection, dry skin, and sore throat. 

Swollen kidneys due to blocked urine flow occurred rarely. 

Marketing Experience 

Other side effects reported since CRIXIVAN has been marketed include: allergic reactions; severe skin 
reactions; yellowing of the skin and/or eyes; heart problems including heart attack; abdominal swelling; 
indigestion; inflammation of the kidneys; inflammation of the pancreas; joint pain; depression; itching; 
hives; change in skin color; hair loss; ingrown toenails with or without infection; crystals in the urine; 
painful urination; and numbness of the mouth. 

Tell your doctor promptly about these or any other unusual symptoms. If the condition persists or worsens, 
seek medical attention. 

How should I store CRIXIVAN capsules? 

m Keep CRIXIVAN capsules in the bottle they came in and at room temperature (59°- 86°F). 

■ Keep CRIXIVAN capsules dry by leaving the small desiccant 
“pillow" in the bottle. Keep the bottle closed. 


This medication was prescribed for your particular condition. Do not use it for any other condition or give it to anybody else. Keep CRIXIVAN and all medicines out of the 
reach of children. If you suspect that more than the prescribed dose of this medicine has been taken, contact your local poison control center or emergency room immediately. 
This leaflet provides a summary of information about CRIXIVAN. If you have any questions or concerns about either CRIXIVAN or HIV, talk to your doctor.

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Mbeki fond of foreign conspiracy theories

S outh African President 
Thabo Mbeki is becoming 
obsessed with what he per¬ 
ceives to be a foreign conspiracy 
surrounding the AIDS epidemic 
that claims at least 6,000 lives 
every day on this continent alone. 

President Mbeki, who has been 
“flirting” with American and 
other dissident scientists for quite 
some time, recently accused the 
U.S., its Central Intelligence 
Agency, and multinational drug 
companies of conspiring to im¬ 


pose the view that HIV causes 
AIDS. 

Addressing the African Na¬ 
tional Congress, South Africa’s 
ruling party, its ministers, and 
members of Parliament, Mbeki 
said that his questioning the link 
between HIV and AIDS was 
harming the interests of multina¬ 
tional drug companies. 

Mbeki also told the ANC cau¬ 
cus that South Africa was emerg¬ 
ing as a leader among developing 
countries in its attempts to get a 
better deal in the world economy 
which was, as he put it, a threat to 
the U.S. and other major Western 


powers. 

Mbeki, and his Minister of 
Health, Dr. Tshabalala-Msimang, 
are isolating themselves even fur¬ 
ther from both the local and in¬ 
ternational community because of 
their repeated refusal to accept the 
majority view that HIV causes 
AIDS. 

The dissident scientists claim 
that the real causes of a lack of re¬ 
sistance to AIDS are related to 
poverty, poor hygiene, under- de¬ 
velopment, and local diseases. 

If one agrees that HIV causes 
AIDS, argues Mbeki, then it in¬ 
evitably follows that it must be

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treated with drugs that are pro¬ 
duced by Western drug compa¬ 
nies. According to this logic, 
Mbeki concludes that American 
and other drug companies are 
forced to insist on the thesis that 
HIV causes AIDS in order to in¬ 
crease their profits. 

Mbeki went even further by 
claiming that one unnamed West¬ 
ern drug company allegedly ad¬ 
mitted to him in private that it has 
spent large sums of money trying 
- unsuccessfully - to make an 
anti-AIDS vaccine, but failed to 
isolate the HIV virus. 

And here comes one of 
Mbeki’s favorite conspiracy theo¬ 
ries - he claims that the CIA was 
allegedly involved in covertly pro¬ 
moting the view that HIV causes 
AIDS. 

According to the South African 
Mail and Guardian report, Mbeki 
said at a meeting held behind 
closed doors that criticism of his 
AIDS viewpoint was “a foretaste 
of foreign attempts to undermine 
his government.”

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Lieberman, Cheney debate gay marriage

6 ay-related questions may 
have been missing from last 
week’s televised presiden¬ 
tial debate, but the Democratic 
and Republican running mates 
got to talk about gay marriage in 
their only national debate last 
Thursday, October 5. 

“Senator, sexual orientation - 
should a male who loves a male, 
and a female who loves a female, 
have all, all the constitutional 
rights enjoyed by every American 
citizen?” asked CNN’s Bernard 
Shaw. He was moderating the 
vice presidential campaign de¬ 
bate broadcast nationally from 
Danville, Kentucky. 

Democratic Senator Joseph 
Lieberman had the first response, 
calling it “a very current and dif¬ 
ficult question.” He cited the De¬ 
claration of Independence 
“which says right there at the 
outset that all of us are created 
equal and that we’re endowed, 
not by any bunch of politicians 
or philosophers, but by our cre¬ 
ator, with those inalienable rights 
to life, liberty and the pursuit of 
happiness.” 

Lieberman explained that

throughout our history “we have 
extended the orbit of that 
promise,” which is why he has co¬ 
sponsored the Employment Non- 
Discrimination Act and other 
legislation. 

He supported “the traditional 
notion of marriage as being lim¬ 
ited to heterosexual couples,” but 
wanted to eliminate some of the 
legal inequities that result from 
gays and lesbians being denied 
the option of marriage. 

“That’s why I’m thinking 
about it and my mind is open to 
taking some action that will ad¬ 


dress those elements of unfair¬ 
ness, while respecting the tradi¬ 
tional religious and civil institu¬ 
tions of marriage.” 

Republican Dick Cheney 
chose to emphasize freedom. “We 
live in a free society and freedom 
means freedom for everybody.... 
People should be free to enter 
into any kind of relationship they 
want to enter into. It’s really no 
one else’s business in terms of 
trying to regulate or prohibit be¬ 
havior.” 

He said the next step, that of 
official sanction of these relation¬ 
ships in the same manner as con¬ 
ventional marriage, is “a tougher 
problem.” Cheney pointed out 
that state law, not federal, regu¬ 
lates marriage, and “I don’t think 
there should necessarily be a fed¬ 
eral policy in this area.”

“I think different states are 
likely to come to different con¬ 
clusions and that’s appropriate. I 
think we ought to do everything 
we can to tolerate and accommo¬ 
date whatever kind of relation¬ 
ships people want to enter into.” 

Nowhere in his remarks, how¬ 
ever, did Cheney mention his

openly lesbian daughter, Mary, 
who was at the debate and went 
on stage afterwards and hugged 
her father. Mary Cheney has been 
serving as an adviser to her dad 
and has taken time off from pur¬ 
suing a graduate degree to be on 
the campaign trail. 

Jacob Weisberg, writing in the 
online political magazine Slate, 


said that Cheney “actually went 
further than Lieberman, who af¬ 
firmed the idea of ‘traditional 
marriage’ as something that 
should remain closed to gay cou¬ 
ples.” 

The religious right was quick 
to jump on Cheney’s remarks. “As 
Nixon went to China, George W. 
Bush is going to Fire Island,” 
wrote vehemently homophobic 
columnist Rod Dreher in the New 
York Post. He called Cheney’s re¬ 
sponse “a bombshell” to social 
conservatives. “Cheney 

telegraphed a dramatic retreat on 
the gay rights front from the 
standard GOP line.” 

“Goodbye Defense of Mar¬ 
riage Act,” said Dreher. “Can the 
ban on gays in the military be far 
behind? This explains the GOP’s 
relative silence on the Boy Scouts 
issue.” 

“I can’t begin to imagine how 
many hearts were broken last 
night in living rooms across 
America,” said failed Republican 
presidential aspirant Gary Bauer.

and their irresponsible actions 
may cost the party in November.” 

“The conservative leadership 
that refused to allow this legisla¬ 
tion to become law has sent a 
message of callous indifference to 
our country,” said Elizabeth Tole¬ 
do, executive director of the Na¬ 
tional Gay and Lesbian Task 
Force. 

Kevin Ivers, political director 
of Log Cabin Republicans, which 
worked for passage of hate crimes 
legislation, said he “was not sur¬ 
prised” by the outcome. He is 
“convinced that the Democrats 
wanted an issue [to use in the 
campaign] much more than they 
wanted to pass this bill.” 

Ivers noted that the legislation 
did not move in the Senate until 
Gordon Smith (R-Oregon) be¬ 
came a lead sponsor. It was mired 
in the House until Bill McCollum 
(R-Florida) committed to it, and 
a “motion to instruct” conferees 
to accept the Senate amendment 
quickly followed. That was the 


cause “it is scared that their [elec¬ 
toral] base will walk away in No¬ 
vember if this bill becomes law.” 

Senate Minority Leader Tom 
Daschle (D-South Dakota) said 
that they might try to bring a 
separate hate crimes bill to the 
floor of the Senate in the few days 
remaining in this session.

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Charges dropped in murder of gay deaf 
student at Washington D.C. college

T he murder of Eric Franklin 
Plunkett, secretary of the 
Lambda Society, a gay and 
lesbian group, stunned the com¬ 
munity of Gallaudet University, 
the nation’s premier educational 
center for the deaf and hard of 
hearing. The 19-year-old fresh¬ 
man, who had cerebral palsy, was 
found beaten to death in his dorm 
room on the Washington, D.C. 
campus on September 28. 

There was a sense of discom¬ 
fort, yet relief when police an¬ 
nounced the arrest of Thomas 
Minch, an 18-year-old fellow 
freshman at Gallaudet, in connec¬ 
tion with Plunkett’s death. 

But last Wednesday October 4, 
the U.S. Attorney’s office dropped 
all charges against Minch only 
moments before he was scheduled 
to be arraigned on charges of sec¬ 
ond-degree murder in Washing¬ 
ton, D.C. Superior Court. 

Later that evening Assistant Po¬ 
lice Chief Terrance Gainer said 
that there was insufficient evi¬ 
dence to prosecute. Inexperienced 


investigators had made a prema¬ 
ture arrest, which upon review, did 
not constitute a sufficiently strong 
case to make the charges stick. 

Minch had voluntarily gone to 
the police station on Tuesday after¬ 
noon to make a statement. Gainer 
said the lead detectives arrested him 
based upon weak circumstantial 
evidence. “If he had confessed, he

would still be in jail,” Gainer said. 

Forensic evidence from the 
crime scene has not been fully 
processed.

The police 
said they are continuing their in¬ 
vestigation and Minch remains a 
prime suspect in the slaying.

Congress reauthorizes 
AIDS services for five years

reauthorized Ryan White 
, CARE Act, which provides 
I most federal funding for 
AIDS services, unanimously 
passed both houses of Congress 
last Thursday, October 5. Earlier 
in the week a conference resolved 
differences between House and 
Senate versions of the bill. Presi¬ 
dent Clinton’s signature is assured 
but timing will depend on 
whether a public signing ceremo¬ 
ny is scheduled. 

“Most people do not consider it 
to be a perfect bill,” said Bill Arnold, 
co-chair of the ADAP Working 
Group, “but everybody seems to 
consider it an acceptable bill.” 

Terje Anderson, executive di¬ 
rector of the National Association 
of People With AIDS called it “the 
result of a lot of good bipartisan 
work, weighing a lot of diverse in¬ 
terests.” He said one of the greatest 
challenges will be bringing in new 
people who should be in care. 

One major change with the 
reauthorized CARE Act is the de¬ 
finition of what is measured as the 
basis for funding. AIDS, an ad¬ 
vanced stage of disease, will give 
way to HIV infection as the yard¬ 
stick of disease burden. The mea¬ 
sure also will change from a cu¬ 
mulative count of all infections 
past and present, to simply the 
current caseload. 

The AIDS standard was created 
when there was little that could be 
done to treat the disease. Protease 
inhibitors and combination thera¬ 
py have radically changed that. 
Using the number of current HIV 
infections has become a better 
measure of the services needed for 
an area. Anderson credited Repre¬ 
sentative Tom Coburn (R-Okla- 
homa) for pushing this change. 

The current definition created 
a bias in favor of “first wave” cities, 
those such as New York and San 


Francisco that first felt the brunt of 
the epidemic. That will be reduced 
with the new criteria. Funds will 
be more equitably distributed on 
the basis of current caseload, espe¬ 
cially for smaller cities, rural areas, 
and minority communities. 

San Francisco receives much 
more per patient than other juris¬ 
dictions under the present system. 
It would have been particularly 
hard hit by the formula revision 
passed in the House. But the com¬ 
promise limited those reductions 
to no more than 15 percent over 
the next five years. And if total fed¬ 
eral spending increases enough, it 
may see no reductions at all. 

Representative Nancy Pelosi 
(D-California) said she had done 
her best to limit harm to San 
Francisco and supported the com¬ 
promise. 

Money 

Congress is just a few working 
days from adjourning but nobody 
is talking about what total AIDS 
funding will be for the fiscal year. 
“They are not talking details with 
anybody,” said Anderson. 

“The general feedback is that 
they will go above the high marks 
of the president, House, and Sen¬ 
ate. The question is, how high?” 
Anderson called it “more of a 
black box than it has ever been.” 

“In this climate there is pork 
going on like you have never seen, 
and it is not just the Republicans,” 
said Arnold. He is optimistic that 
AIDS will receive the funding in¬ 
creases that it needs, but that may 
depend in part upon total spend¬ 
ing elsewhere. 

ADAP, the AIDS Drug Assis¬ 
tance Program, needs more 
money for the current spending 
cycle that ends in March. Without 
an emergency appropriation, 
some states will begin to imple¬ 
ment caps, waiting lists, and other 
impediments to patient access to 
life-saving medications. 


Talk is increasing that Con¬ 
gress will take the unusual step of 
returning for business after the 
November election to finish up 
with the appropriations bills. If 
that happens, “God knows what 
the post-election dynamics will 
look like,” said Anderson. 

Testing rapists 

The House also passed a mea¬ 
sure that encourages states to pass 
laws that allow rape victims to de¬ 
mand an HIV test of their attack¬ 
er. It stipulates that the test must 
be conducted within 48 hours of 
a formal indictment for rape. 

The rationale for quick action 
is that early use of combination 
therapy, within 72 hours of expo¬ 
sure, seems to prevent most expo¬ 
sure to HIV from turning into an 
active infection. That data is based 
upon studies of health care work¬ 
ers exposed to HIV through nee¬ 
dle sticks and were offered post¬ 
exposure therapy. 

States that fail to pass such a 
law may see their federal crime 
fighting dollars shrink by up to 10 
percent. The House vote was 380 
to 19, however, the Senate is un¬ 
likely to act this session. ▼ 


the possibility of his return once 
the matter is resolved. 

The general reaction from stu¬ 
dents was one of confusion. On 
the one hand, those who knew 
Minch found it hard to believe 
that the quiet, slightly built teen 
could kill anyone. Yet they also 
were aware that the tight security 
on campus made it highly likely 
that the murderer was one of their 
own, not an outsider. 

Officers of the Lambda Society 
said that their complaints of anti¬ 
gay harassment had not been 
taken seriously by the police. A 
meeting at the office of the 
Human Rights Campaign on Oc¬ 
tober 6 brought them together 
with local gay leaders and the po¬ 
lice to talk through the issues.

It 
was the first time his parents had 
spoken in public. “Eric touched 
the lives of people from coast to 
coast,” said his stepfather Chris 
Cornils. “His life is one to be cele¬ 
brated with joy.” 

Plunkett’s mother, Kathleen, 
thanked the community for their 
support and asked them share any 
information they have with the 
police.

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FDA to consider immune-based therapies

iMp he Food and Drug Adminis¬ 
tration will hold a long 
|| awaited advisory panel on 
immune-based therapies (IBT) 
for HIV this Monday, October 16, 
in Gaithersburg, Maryland. The 
FDA’s official correspondence 
states: “The agency is seeking ad¬ 
vice about what guidance to pro¬ 
vide sponsors developing im¬ 
munomodulatory products for 
this disease. Discussion will in¬ 
clude the use and development of 
surrogate markers in early prod¬ 
uct development. The meeting 
will include presentations that will 
review current knowledge in the 
area of IBT, and examine impor¬ 
tant issues related to the develop¬ 
ment and clinical study of IBT.” 
This meeting is not intended to 
revise the FDA’s current guidance 
document on HIV. 

This meeting, which has been 
delayed several times, will be 
modeled on last year’s meeting on 
resistance testing. Survive AIDS 
spoke with Sheryl Lard, Ph.D., 


who is the FDA’s Center for Bio¬ 
logies Evaluation and Research 
ombudsman, about the issues sur¬ 
rounding this meeting. Lard also 
is the director of quality assurance 
who recently moved from drugs 
to biologies. 

“Oversight for immune- 
based therapies for HIV 
is currently focused in 
the Center for Bio¬ 
logies because of the 
types of products now 
under development. 

The antiviral committee, 
which brings a tremen¬ 
dous wealth of 
knowledge of 
HIV therapeutics 
based on its long 
history with conventional antivi¬ 
ral agents, will be introduced to 
the topic in a formal way: where 
we are and what do we need to 
start doing to properly evaluate 
IBTs? This hearing will address 
agents in phase I and phase II 
[toxicity and dose-ranging, effica¬ 
cy is done in phase III], opening 
the initial discussions of what the 
FDA should accept when consid¬ 
ering these agents. The hearing 


will not consider any specific 
products. We plan to look at the 
big picture in very general terms,” 
Lard said. 

By law, the FDA is limited in its 
number of committees to 26. 
These committees are broken 
down by organ systems or in some 
cases product characteristics 
and tend to be more dis¬ 
persed in terms of dis¬ 
ease processes they are 
evaluating. Organizing 
review of both biologic 
agents and antiviral 
drugs under a committee 
that is focused 
around a single 
disease is some¬ 
thing new for the 
FDA. Moving oversight to the 
committee that understands HIV 
can only facilitate more rapid 
evaluation by more knowledge¬ 
able people. 

Lard continued: “Sponsors 
[IBT manufacturers] are unclear 
what to measure [to prove effica¬ 
cy]. In the past, under biologies, 
IBTs have not gone to a single 
HIV-specific committee. The an¬ 
tiviral committee is a cohesive, 


disease-specific group which fol¬ 
lows a well-planned process. It is 
composed of a core group of vi¬ 
rologists, clinicians, and commu¬ 
nity representatives which can be 
augmented each time with the ad¬ 
dition of specific expertise to ad¬ 
dress the type of product being 
considered.” 

The community representative 
for Monday’s hearing is Project 
Inform’s Brenda Lein. 

The meeting will have a review 
of the current paradigm of cur¬ 
rent standards for .product ap¬ 
proval by agency speakers. Dr. 
Dan Kuritzkes, from the Universi¬ 
ty of Colorado Health Sciences, 
will talk on the usefulness of CD4 
count and viral load in measuring 
bioactivity of IBTs. Dr. Michael 
Lederman, from Case Western Re¬ 
serve University in Cleveland, 
Ohio, will present on lab and in 
vivo measures of immune func¬ 
tion. The only measure not lab- 
based (besides clinical end points) 
is-the skin test measure of de- 
layed-type hypersensitivity 
(DTH). A DTH test is where they 
inject a small amount of antigen 
beneath the skin and look for the 
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immune system to react to it, like 
the routinely administered TB 
tests. 

Aland Landay, Ph.D., from 
Rush Medical Center and vice 
chair of the immunology research 
agenda committee of the ACTG, 
will present an overview of the 
immune response to viruses and 
tools to measure specific func¬ 
tions, of which there are many. Dr. 
Donna Mildvan, chief of infec¬ 
tious diseases from Beth Israel 
Medical Center in New York City, 
who once said “a surrogate mark¬ 
er is in the eye of the beholder,” 
will talk about where we are and 
where to go from here with re¬ 
spect to IBTs (see Survive AIDS 
column from May 11, 2000 “ Im¬ 
mune-based therapies”). 

Following this, there is a period 
for public comment and this 
writer intends to testify. It is with 
concern that Survive AIDS has 
observed claims being made in the 
press by manufacturers of IBTs re¬ 
garding their utility and efficacy, 
confusing the public into believ¬ 
ing a great effect has been seen in 
the absence of data. We would like 
to see a more clearly defined ben¬ 
efit to IBTs rather than press re¬ 
leases. We also are concerned that 
press releases are distorting the in¬ 
formed consent process. Never¬ 
theless, we are pleased that the 
FDA is finally giving IBTs the at¬ 
tention these promising therapies 
deserve. 

After the period for public tes¬ 
timony, the panel will discuss all 
the issues presented for two and 
one half hours. A future Survive 
AIDS column will report back on 
the meeting. T

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Blue Cross targets 
costly changes at 
terminally ill members

iior the second time in six 
i months, Blue Cross of Cali¬ 
fornia has informed its 
members they’ll soon be paying 
higher premiums and receiving 
less healthcare coverage from the 
state’s largest private health insur¬ 
ance agency. Although the 
changes affect all members, it is 
the chronic and terminally ill, 
those least able to afford higher 
medical costs, who will be hardest 
hit. 

The company’s members were 
notified last week that it has 
scrapped its entire line of plans. It 
will replace every individual plan 
effective January 1,2001 with new, 
slightly more expensive policies 
that increase both deductibles and 
co-pay requirements. 

For the healthy member the 
changes will amount only to a 
nominal cost. But for those who 
are sick, the changes amount to as 
much as $5,000 more per year. 

In the October 1 letter to its 
members, James Ebbitt, Blue 
Cross senior vice president of in¬ 
dividual services, stated that the 
dramatic reduction in coverage 
was actually “aimed at keeping 
Californians covered.” However, 
it’s the loss of coverage of some 
items, the increase in deductibles 
and co-pays, and the replacement 
policy’s new restrictions on pa¬ 
tient care and hospital stays that 
are explained in the materials ac¬ 
companying Ebbitt’s letter. 

It was just a few months ago in 
June that Blue Cross increased its 
annual deductible (the amount a 
member must pay out before the 
insurance carrier will cover 100 
percent of medical costs), from 
$500 per year for a PPO member 
to $3,000 per year and raised co¬ 
pays by 5 percent. The new poli¬ 
cies will require between $4,000 
and $5,000 be spent by the indi¬ 
vidual member, unless a patient is 
willing to switch from the compa¬ 


ny’s PPO plans to its more restric¬ 
tive HMO plan. 

In addition to the increased 
deductibles, members must now 
pay “25 percent of charges of ne¬ 
gotiated fees” for doctor’s visits, 
according to Ebbitt. Members 
used to pay between $5 and $20 
per visit as a flat fee, regardless of 
the physician’s charges. This 
change could force many sick pa¬ 
tients to avoid costly specialists; a 
deterrent that would benefit Blue 
Cross but not a patient’s well¬ 
being. 

The same is true for tests. Blue 
Cross now demands between 25 
and 50 percent of all tests be paid 
by members. Many HIV patients 
may no longer be able to afford 
costs for monthly viral load or 
CD4 tests and may avoid them, 
and regular physician visits alto¬ 
gether. 

Emergency services, such as 
urgent care, will become prohibi¬ 
tively expensive for Blue Cross 
members with these changes as 
well. In this case, members will be 
forced to pay between 25 and 50 
percent of charges. Visits to non¬ 
participating urgent care 
providers, such as those out-of- 
state, will not be covered at all. 
This is a clear deterrent for Blue 
Cross members to stop using ur¬ 
gent care services and also a seri¬ 
ous loss of coverage for members 
who travel out of state. 

Hospital visits also will now be 
charged to members on a percent¬ 
age basis, up to $650 per day. For 
the chronic and terminally ill, like 
HIV patients, the annual de¬ 
ductible of $4,000-$5,000 will 
likely be reached. Therefore, in 
many ways the company’s increase 
in the last six months of the 
amount a member must pay from 
$500 to as much as $5,000 be¬ 
comes a very real increase in med¬ 
ical expenses for many HIV-posi¬ 
tive individuals who are still work¬ 
ing but cannot qualify for govern¬ 
ment assistance, a group of people 
benefits counselor John Keasler 


describes as “working-class poor 
people.” 

For HIV-positive members, 
many of whom live on limited or 
fixed incomes, the changes mean 
painful increases in medical ex¬ 
penses. Expenses that already are 
difficult to manage in a city as ex¬ 
pensive to live in as San Francisco. 

Industry wide, healthcare in¬ 
surance providers are making pol¬ 
icy changes which force chronical¬ 
ly ill patients into restrictive HMO 
plans that the provider can then 
case manage in order to deny ben¬ 
efits, such as costly tests. 

HMOs are considered to be 
one of the worst plans for some¬ 
one who is HIV-positive largely 
because physicians who specialize 
in HIV care won’t accept the low 
reimbursement offered by an 
HMO provider, an amount that 
can be as low as $8 per month. 
The reimbursement is based on a 
healthy population and most pa¬ 
tients in that medical model are 
not regularly seen. In the case of 
an HIV practice, nearly every pa¬ 
tient, is seeh at least once a rrionth, 
making the HMO’s reimburse¬ 
ment ridiculously low. In addition 
to the inadequate reimbursement 
to HIV practices, many HIV 
physicians complain that HMOs 
don’t allow them to treat the pa¬ 
tient effectively, refusing tests and 
treatments the physician feels are 
necessary. 

One exception to this is the 
Kaiser model, which is able to off¬ 
set the costs of treating the chron¬ 
ically ill because its physicians are 
the company’s employees and 
many tests are conducted by 
Kaiser. However, patients with 
chronic or terminal illnesses are 
essentially locked into their plans 
because insurance carriers are al¬ 
lowed to deny membership to any 
Californian they deem to be po¬ 
tentially unprofitable. Therefore, 
even if an HIV-positive Blue Cross 
member wanted to change to an¬ 
other insurance provider, he or 
she could not. ▼ 
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state’s second largest city, will

Party; pay no mind to Pat 
Buchanan’s Reform Party; the 
Libertarian Party is the only 
minor party to appear on all 50 
states and the District of Colum¬ 
bia in next month’s national elec¬ 
tion. 

Incidentally, George Dubya 
Bush, during their first televised 
debate, repeatedly accused A1 
Gore of exercising in “fuzzy math” 
- Bush also claimed that Gore’s 
campaign had “outspent our own 
campaign.” Hardly true. Accord¬ 
ing to recent federal finance re¬ 
ports, the Bush campaign has out- 
spent the Gore effort $94 million 
to $46 million. 

Word comes from Montpelier 
that more than 800 same-sex cou¬ 
ples have traveled to Vermont 
since July 1 to form civil unions in 
the only state that recognizes gay 
couples as spouses. 

Well, it was hardly unexpected, 
but the syndicated show, Dr. 
Laura, has now been dropped by 
several Canadian TV stations, cit¬ 
ing low ratings; the four stations - 
the program’s only Canadian out¬ 


lets - are in Montreal, Vancouver, 
and smaller towns irt Ontario and 
Alberta. 

And further bad news for the 
religious right comes from Atlanta 
where it was reported that the 
leader of a conservative legal 
foundation seeking to have Presi¬ 
dent Clinton disbarred has been 
charged with public indecency. An 
undercover federal officer said he 
saw Matthew Glavin fondling 
himself in the Chattahooche River 
National Recreation Area outside 
Atlanta. The officer said Glavin 
also fondled him after the two 
started talking. Glavin, 47, head of 
the Southeastern Legal Founda¬ 
tion, of course, denied the charge 
and has resigned. Glavin pleaded 
no contest to a similar charge in 
1996 and was sentenced to proba¬ 
tion and a fine. The foundation, 
which Glavin had headed since 
1994, had fought to have Clinton 
disbarred for lying under oath in 
Paula Jones’s sexual harassment 
case.

However, TAC leader Zackie 
Achmat, who is said to be refusing 
antiretroviral drugs that could save 
his life until they are made available 
to all South Africans, challenged 
Mbeki “to provide any shred of ev¬ 
idence to back up his claims.” 

Achmat reminded Mbeki that, 
“It is written in our constitution 
[TAC bylaws] that we do not ac¬ 
cept money from drug companies 
or from the government.” 

Although Mbeki has called on 
his ministers and other party cau¬ 
cus members to stand Firmly be¬ 
hind him while he and his govern¬ 
ment fight off a “foreign conspir¬ 
acy,” interestingly enough, the par¬ 
ticipants of this meeting did not 
have a chance to debate the issues 
raised in the president’s address.

ments about yet another “conspir¬ 
acy theory.” 

Her officials had, in fact, dis¬ 
tributed copies of a chapter of 
William Cooper’s book, Behold, a 
Pale Horse, which claims that the 
“Illuminati” - “a highly secretive 
international organization” - in¬ 
troduced AIDS to Africa in 1978 
through the smallpox vaccine in 
an attempt to reduce the African 
population. 

Meanwhile, South Africa’s first 
black president, Nelson Mandela, 
who retired from politics in June 
1999 after choosing Mbeki as his 
successor, told local media that he 
subscribes to the “dominant opin¬ 
ion that prevails throughout the 
world” that HIV is the cause of 
AIDS. He added that he would 
only be persuaded otherwise if new 
scientific research showed “conclu¬ 
sively that that view is wrong.” 

Mandela advised Mbeki that, “I 
would like to be careful because 
for people in our position, when 
you take a stand, you might find 
that established principles are un¬ 
dermined, sometimes without sci¬ 
entific backing.” 

It appears that Mbeki has not 
been overly influenced by local 
and international criticism in spite 
of the fact that 1,600 new HIV¬ 
positive cases are recorded daily in 
this African country. T

Their brand 
of independent populism is inclusionary, and they are working 
hard to promote social unity, not just in words, but in action. 

Unfortunately, Ralph Nader has failed to reach out to build 
bridges between constituencies and within the independent 
movement.

Lcmon> ‘Tree’ 

Hew performance at YBC by Alex Robertson Textor 


alph Lemon’s evening-length performance Tree comes to 
San Francisco this week as part of a nationwide tour. 

Ralph Lemon has worked as a choreographer, director 
and dancer professionally since the mid-1970s. In 1985,he 
founded the Ralph Lemon Company, which toured for a decade both 
inside and outside the US. The Ralph Lemon Company was very suc¬ 
cessful as a touring dance ensemble, netting multiple residences, grants 
and commissions. 

Despite these successes, the world of a traditional dance company 
eventually weighed on Lemon. In 1995, he dissolved his dance compa¬ 
ny and began a series of ambitious collaborations. “I wanted to chal¬ 
lenge myself,” he said in a recent interview. “I had a conventional mod¬ 
ern or postmodern dance company. It became clear to me that that was 
it, that it was only going to be more of the same. I could foresee the 
work I would be doing in the future, and it didn’t interest me.” 

Working within this fairly traditional framework with a stable group 
of dancers created definite limitations: “I couldn’t work with artists 
from different places. And in that capacity, I couldn’t deal with blatant 
racial issues or social politics, either.” 

The collaborative projects Lemon has undertaken have been varied. 
In 1996, Wesleyan University Press published Persephone, a collabora¬ 
tive book featuring writing by Lemon and poems by Rita Dove and 
Eavan Boland among others. In 1996, he collaborated on Konbit, a 
video documentary collage of the Haitian community in Miami. 

Lemon cites the research done for Konbit as the beginning of the 
Geography Trilogy, of which Tree is the middle component. “I was be¬ 
ginning to deal with how more traditional cultures are transformed by 
modernity-slash-America. I’m interested in what goes on with tradi¬ 
tional cultures as they encounter modernity. What happens? What gets 
maintained? What dies? What resurfaces? What gets created anew?”

W hen ships from the Navy’s Third 
Fleet sailed into the San Francis¬ 
co Bay for Fleet Week’s Parade of 
Ships last Friday, they were met 
by a piece of their own history. The WWII lib¬ 
erty ship SS Jeremiah O’Brien, the only ship 
from the D-Day Armada still in operation, 
saluted the flotilla with a terrific blast of her 
bullfrog horn, gray guns bristling from prow 
and stern, colored flags whipping in the wind, 
and an 18-piece big band in tuxedos and red 
bowties playing “Anchors Away” on deck. 

The event was the first of three Fleet Week 
fundraisers for the SS Jeremiah O’Brien, and 
the debut performance of City Swing with 
Gail Wilson aboard a military vessel. Every 
year, each day of a long weekend, the O’Brien 
takes a passel of some 800 passengers out onto 
the Bay, feeds them a catered gourmet lunch, 
and gives them a gander at sights around the 
Bay and inside her own historic hull for $100 
a head. Proceeds go toward maintaining this 
now unique bit of mass-produced history. To 
help set the old ship in her WWII context, a 
big band is installed on the milky-gray deck 
to perform live swing music. 

As a trumpeter in City Swing, I was jazzed, 
literally and figuratively, to be part of the 
ship’s window trappings. Our first time out 
on this gig, we didn’t know what to expect. 
No matter what surprises the crowd, crew or 
weather had for us, though, we were return¬ 
ing our music to the setting of its heyday, and 
that idea was a kick. 

Swing was to WWII what rock was to Viet 
Nam. Although jazz had been developing for 
decades in the clubs and hotels of New Or¬ 
leans, Harlem, Chicago and Kansas City, WWII 
was the period when jazz — Big Band swing in 
particular — went mainstream. Think WWII, 
and mixed in among battle scenes will be im¬ 
ages of khaki-clad GIs jitterbugging with local 
girls, the Andrews Sisters crooning in seamed 
hose, and a bespectacled Glenn Miller leading 
his band for the last time before his plane 
crashes into the English Channel, a jazz war 
hero. It was an era when jazzmen — albeit, an 
inordinate number of white jazzmen — were 
stars, and folks dressed to the teeth to dance in 
their glittering ballrooms. 

Performing for a $100-a-plate luncheon 
banquet in tuxedo and cummerbund, I’d ex¬ 
pected this crowd to have an air of that glam¬ 
our. Looking out over the heads of the trom¬ 
bone players, I saw yellow slickers, mountain 
parkas, hats, scarves, mittens, pea coats — 
dress better-suited to whale-watching than 
ballroom dancing. And with fog billowing 
and a stiff wind blowing off the ocean, who 
could blame them? From our bandstand, a 
platform above a cargo hatch between two 
gray, corrugated-metal life rafts with a net¬ 
work of lines and metal cables strung over¬ 
head, I realized our tuxedos and our tunes

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Y es, there is celebrity and 
glamour a-plenty when you 
fly down to Rio, and last 
month there was also Out There. 
Italian diva Sophia Loren was 
checking into the Presidential 
Suite of the Sheraton as we 
checked out, but our digs at the 5- 
star Caesar Park Hotel right on 
Ipanema beach were good enough 
for us! Eternal fame whore Mc- 
Donna (“Billions & billions 
served”) loves slurping oysters at 
fashionable Satyricon, but OT was 
well-satisfied with an elegant 
lunch at the Museum of the Re¬ 
public, overlooking the lush gar¬ 
dens of the Catete Palace. 

The Palace was the seat of gov¬ 
ernment back when Rio de 
Janeiro was the capital of Brazil. 
Now it’s the capital of pampered 
tourists, but so what? Rio has a 
bad reputation for crime and 
rampant poverty, which was the 
reason its travel bureau brought 
OT and other presshounds to 
earthly Paradise to see for our¬ 
selves. All we can say is we 
never felt unsafe, even in 
the center of Rocinha, a 
favela of 40,000 souls 
high in the hills above 
the playboy play¬ 
grounds. That’s where 
doomed lover Orfeu fell 
from the cliff to his 
death in Black Or¬ 
pheus, children! 

(Orfeu, the Brazil¬ 
ian-produced ver¬ 
sion,"opens at the Lumiere next 
month.) 

Of course, we were mostly 
cloistered in a protective press 
bubble, but being the footloose 
sort, we also broke away to prowl 
the streets at night, between Co- 
pacabana disco and Ipanema 
boite, and never felt like a target, 
or anything less than stimulated 
by the beauty— and the beauties 
— surrounding us. 

For you, dear readers, we did 
our best to sniff out the gay 
nightspots and playpens. In this 
our willing accomplice was 
Uruguayan-born LA Frontiers ed¬ 
itor-in-chief Monica Trasandes,

a sporting companion for South 
American thrills. 

These included a tug by 
funicular tram up to the 
heights of Sugarloaf; 
day trips out of town 
to the Fazendas Ar- 
voredo and Ponte 
Alta, coffee planta¬ 
tions on palatial es¬ 
tates; and a tear by 
speedboat across the 
Baia de Guanabara 
to the island of Pa- 
queta. But if we 
know our readers, 
they are more interested to hear 
about other pursuits. 

Our nighttime crawl through 
the working-class Botafogo dis¬ 
trict turned up gay life at the Loch 
Ness, a karaoke bar where the bar¬ 
tender is half-Brazilian, half-Scot¬ 
tish, and whose nephew Robert 
lives in SF. If you are reading this, 
Robt., phone home. 

Right in front of the old-school 
glamorous Copacabana Palace 
Hotel is Copa’s “gay beach”; in the 
Ipanema district, you can find the 
gay beach near Posto 9. Brazilians 
wear nothin’ but their speedos or 
tangas (dental-floss bikinis) and a 
smile when they infiltrate the cafes 


for their after-beach drinks: at 
Bofetada, in Ipa; at Maxim’s, in 
Copa. 

No one at all was at the leg¬ 
endary Le Boy disco when we ar¬ 
rived, unfashionably early, ’round 
Midnight; but within 15 minutes, 
the place was stuffed to the rafters 
with all sorts of beautiful men — 
talk about a herd instinct. The 
strip show chock full of Brazilian 
beef started at 2 a.m., and in¬ 
volved a drag queen in a bunny 
suit for reasons lost to us behind 
the language barrier. OT did pick 
up a bit of the Portuguese tongue 
— his name was Flavio, but we 
don’t like to brag in print. Le Boy 
also has the largest disco ball we 
have ever seen, and believe you us, 
OT has seen a lot of balls. 

Stormy weather 

Seminal bossa nova composer 
Baden Powell died on a gray, 
rainy day the week we were in Rio 
(his music lubed up A Man and a 
Woman.) Powell was a key figure 
in the jazzy samba music that took 
the world by storm in ’66; his fu¬ 
neral snaked through the drizzly 
city streets. If you go to Rio, even 
when it’s frio, be prepared to hear 
“The Girl from Ipanema,” most

want. You can even go to the pub 
in Ipanema where the tune was 
supposedly scrawled on a napkin. 

Brazilians were watching the 
Olympics last month like every¬ 
one else, but they were not having 
an especially good time of it. Their 
once-renowned soccer team lost 
early on to tiny Cameroon, and 
the returning players were greeted 
at the International Airport with 
jeers and boos. For th£ir own 
health and well-being, the coach¬ 
es stayed on in Miami until the 
heat died down. 

With municipal elections 
scheduled for the weekend we left, 
Rio was papered over with politi¬ 
cal ads. In Brazil, you are required 
to vote — you’re fined if you 
don’t. We think we should try this 
system in the US: more Republi¬ 
cans would certainly find them¬ 
selves voted into twilight careers. 

Vegetarians, skip this para¬ 
graph or prepare to be spitting 
mad. At the restaurant Marius, in 
the Leme district, charming wait¬ 
ers brandish skewers full of juicy 
meat, which they slice onto your 
plate at the merest indication of 
interest. Beef, lamb, pork — and 
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famous of the bossa novas, com¬ 
posed by national heroes Antonio 
Carlos Jobim and Vinicius de 
Moraes, more than you probably

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Abuse-a-go-go 

'Hot 'n' Throbbing' grinds away at Venue 9

ince a creator of pornogra- 
*>, phy becomes the victim of 
x W domestic violence in Paula 
Vogel’s Hot V Throbbing, it’s rea¬ 
sonable to suppose that these two 
issues will somehow be linked. But 
the bridge is a rickety one at best, 
leaving audiences disturbed by the 
onstage happenings but unclear 
about the forces that provoked 
them. 

Hot ’«’ Throbbing is a play that 
spent a lot of time in Vogel’s trunk 
until How I Learned to Drive pro¬ 
vided an impetus to explore the 
works that had come before that 
Pulitzer Prize-winning success. 
The free-floating Paducah Mining 
Company is offering the first San 
Francisco production of this 
deeply flawed yet sporadically en¬ 
grossing play. 

In the simplest terms, this is 
the story of a woman, estranged 
from her alcoholic, abusive hus¬ 
band, who writes scripts for classy 
porn movies in order to pay the 
bills. The play seems to imply that 
her teenage son and daughter are 
sexually confused because of her 
vocation, though their idiosyn¬ 
crasies surely were imprinted long 
before she began typing up her li¬ 
bidinous scenarios. 

When her husband reappears, 
ignoring a restraining order, she 
shoots him in the butt and then 
comforts him. “I will not partici¬ 
pate in enabling behavior,” she de¬ 
clares before proceeding to do just

that. They both acknowledge that 
a trip to the emergency room is 
imperative, but it doesn’t prevent 
them from snuggling, having 
cocktails, and even going in for a 
little fantasy role-playing before 
emotions becoming dangerously 
enraged. 

It’s unclear what Vogel is up to 
here, though a view of men as sex¬ 
ual animals and women as vic¬ 
tim/provocateurs isn’t hard to 


miss. While the core story is 
played realistically, Vogel has lay¬ 
ered on various stylistic devices 
that become more distractions 
than enhancements. At times, the 
cinematic creations that the wife 
is imagining are played out by her 
family members. And on each side 
of the stage, two “voices” — a dee- 
jay and a peepshow dancer — 
provide a kind of murky running 
commentary.

Director Susannah Martin’s 
production is at its best in the 
scenes between husband and wife 
as a kind of creepy courtship is 
played out. Annan Paterson has a 
natural warmth as the wife, while 
Don Wood possesses a bracing in¬ 
tensity as her husband.

Sister spirit 

SF Opera's 'Dead Man Walking'

songs and one hearing of Dead 
Man — SFO refused to allow crit¬ 
ics at the dress rehearsal, although 
dozens of civilians apparently at¬ 
tended — seems to be more for 
domestic drama than for high fa- 
lutin’ stuff about redemption and 
God’s love. Sister Helen, the 
Louisiana nun who opposed the 
death penalty, became spiritual 
advisor to several Death Row in¬ 
mates and was the subject of a 
1995 film by Tim Robbins (who 
attended the premiere), maybe an 
admirable woman in real life, but 
as portrayed by Susan Graham in 
the opera, she’s rather chilly and 
remote. Her inability to empathize 
with the families of the victims, 
while expending gobs of emotion¬ 
al energy on “loving” the killer, 
makes her an opaque heroine at 
best. 

I never did figure out what 
Graham (and director Joe Mantel- 
lo, who got everybody to act natu¬ 
rally) was aiming at. I’m opposed 
to the death penalty for the very 
reason that Joseph cites: If he was 
wrong to kill, then why isn’t the 
State wrong to kill him? (Don’t try 
to think of an answer; there isn’t 
one.) Yet when Sister Helen 
dithers with the victim’s families, 
or goes on at Joseph about how 


®|P he September issue of Opera 
't News caused a mini-scandal 
by “reviewing” Jake Heggie’s 
new opera, Dead Man Walking, 
from a vocal score, months before 
it was produced at the War 
Memorial Opera House. Ethics 
aside, the writer made a strong 
point about the dubious nature of 
raw realism in opera. Still, he did¬ 
n’t go far enough. 

Heggie’s opera — to a libretto 
by Terrence McNally, based on the 
memoir of Sister Helen Prejean — 
opens with a rape and two mur¬ 
ders, on stage, dimly perceived to 
be sure, but graphic enough. It 
ends with Joseph, the convicted 
murderer, being strapped to a gur¬ 
ney where a lethal injection is ad¬ 
ministered. We then hear elec¬ 
tronic sounds, suitable to sci-fi, 
until he dies. At no point in these 
two grisly scenes is there any vocal 
music and only minimal orches¬ 
tral intervention. 

Rapes, murders, executions do 
not bother me on the operatic 
stage. All three take place in Puc¬ 
cini’s Tosca. But Puccini writes 
music to accompany them; think 
about Tosca’s nervous asides dur¬ 
ing Cavaradossi’s execution. If a 
composer feels that certain scenes 
cannot be set to music, then they 
don’t belong in an opera, even a 
“CNN Opera,” to use critic Peter 
G. Davis’ memorable phrase. If 
those two scenes were rewritten 
— or better, excised — and the 
opera were allowed to end at its 
natural climax — the powerful 
choral scene based on the title 
phrase, “Dead man walking,” 
magnificently conducted by 
Patrick Summers — this would be 
a finer piece. 

I’ve heard the rumor (unverifi- 
able at my late deadline) that the 
reason the lethal injection scene is 
allowed to produce a sour anti-cli¬ 
max, after that stupendous en¬ 
semble, is that the families of the 
murder victims would not give 
permission unless they got “clo¬ 
sure. “ Somehow I feel there exists 
a legal way around this roadblock, 
especially since Sister Helen’s 
book takes all kinds of liberties 
with time and characters. If so, 
SFO, Heggie and McNally have al¬ 
lowed their excellent work to be 
diminished in the name of realism 
and compromise. 

Chill factor 

Heggie’s genuine operatic tal¬ 
ent, as least as assessed from his

“The truth shall set you free” (the 
real murderers maintained their 
innocence), she makes me squirm 
and feel as if the death penalty 
might be justified. John Packard’s 
Joseph is a real find physically — 
baritones who look like jailbirds 
don’t grow on trees — but he im¬ 
pressed less with singing and act¬ 
ing than he did with his ability to 
clap his hands while off the 
ground during pushups. 

It is Joseph’s miserable mother 
(Frederica von Stade) who com¬ 
mands our sympathy. This pathet¬ 
ically dysfunctional woman, with 
two sons in jail and two incipient 
thugs at home, has, as von Stade 
quaintly puts it, “Been out to 
lunch while her boys were grow¬ 
ing up.” She still is, poignantly 
baking her son cookies which the 
• authorities will not allow her to 
bring into the jail. Wearing baggy 
blue jeans, von Stade displays the 
bewildered vulnerability of a lim¬ 
ited, ignorant, hopeless women. 
During her two big scenes, I was 
bawling like a baby, which struck 
me as odd afterward because Sis¬ 
ter Helen’s moral dilemma and 
Joseph’s picayune attempts at re¬ 
demption left me dry-eyed. 

This is why I hear Heggie as a 
purveyor of domestic drama. It is 
in the small vocal gestures, the 
tiny increments of human pain, 
the gently expressive orchestral in¬ 
terludes (reminiscent of Debussy, 
but then Pelleas etMelisande is the 
finest domestic soap opera ever 
written) that Heggie’s operatic 
writing becomes touching and 
honest. Much less effective are the 
grand solos; I didn’t believe any of 
the redemption and God’s love 
blather. What works grandly are 
the ensembles. Here is a compos¬ 
er who may employ Britten as a 
template — there are intimations 
of Billy Budd in the prisoners’ 
choruses, and of the War Requiem 
in the massive choral finale — but 
whose part-writing and rhythmic 
energy are strictly original and 
very effective. ▼

Thursday view of the 
First Thursday in Octo¬ 
ber! All of these galleries share the 
prestigious address of 49 Geary 
Street. 

At Stephen Wirtz, an intrigu¬ 
ing installation by local sculptor 
Kathryn Pence takes the grue¬ 
some, muddied-over Winnie-the- 
Pooh stuffed animals which are in 
the collection of SFMOMA a few 
steps in a different direction. Fol¬ 
lowing on the 1997 exhibition of 
Pigeons at Wirtz, this time Pence 
has filled the gallery with clusters 
of tiny, tattered birds here and 
there on the floor and table tops. 
Made of discarded bits of fabric, 


and trailing unraveled threads be¬ 
hind them, some of the birds are 
headless, and some fail to stand 
upright. In the same gallery, tiny 
stacks of discarded textile rem¬ 
nants are neatly piled on minia¬ 
ture sofas. Others, attached to tiny 
hangers, await a Lilliputian maid 
to walk through the door of the 
gallery. On the far wall, a photo 
blow-up enlarges one of the tiny 
sofas to life-size; the effect, once 
the realization sets in that the 
original is Barbie-sized, is a star¬ 
tling one. Pence’s use of trash to 
create works of art presents pro¬ 
found food for thought about the 
disenfranchisement of her sad lit¬ 
tle birds and animals, in a city 
where street people are treated as 
so much human refuse. 

Waiting tantalizingly around 


the corner in Wirtz is a new work 
by Deborah Oropallo, whose ear¬ 
lier paintings, criss-crossed by 
railroad track patterns, are on 
view as part of the Anderson Col¬ 
lection down the street at SFMO¬ 
MA. Trying something new here, 
the artist has adhered collage ele¬ 
ments of digital enlargements of 
oil drums to large canvases, and 
then partially obscured them with 
an acid-green mesh pattern. It’s a 
promise of things to come in a 
show of her new work at Wirtz in 
January 2001. 

Toomey Tourell Gallery has 
hung a solo exhibition of the 
three-dimensional paintings of 
Stephanie Weber. The geometric 
compositions project and recede 
gently toward and away from the 
viewer, their different layers stay¬

for the adventurous: alligator, wild 
boar and frog. You telegraph your 
relative hunger by turning a signal 
on your table from green (bring it 
on!) to yellow (slow down, we’ve 
popped a button) to red (stop 
with the food chain already!) 

But you can eat well in Rio 
without an expense account. Just 
sidle up to a corner confeitaria, 
and for a few reals you can order 
sandwiches, fresh tropical juices 
and pastries, and gobble them 
down at the counter. 


We lunched in the Botanical 
Gardens district in a place popular 
with employees from the nearby 
offices of Globo, the Brazilian 
broadcasting empire rivaled in 
size only by the US networks and 
the BBC. British journalist Paul 
Rambali observed that the big US 
networks “are prohibited by law 
from producing more than 10% 
of what they broadcast — laws de¬ 
signed to avoid concentrating 
power and profits. Brazil has no 
such laws.” That makes Globo 
powerful indeed. 

One word of advice should you 
ever visit Rio, and you should: the 
universal Brazilian symbol for 


“Yeah!” or “Right on!” is thumbs 
up. If you want to signal this sen¬ 
timent, do not make the Anglo 
OK sign with thumb and forefin¬ 
ger. To a Brazilian, this means, 
roughly translated, “Up yours!,” a 
threat or a promise you don’t 
want to convey unless you have 
the means and the will to follow 
through. T

Three thousand miles away, a 
middle-aged woman drives a spe¬ 
cially equipped white van through 
the darkened streets of New York. 
Her eyes darting from side to side, 
Dr. Joyce Wallace is on duty at her 
second job, maintaining a mobile 
assistance unit dispensing con¬ 
doms and advice to hundreds of 
female prostitutes. On this night, 
Wallace has company. Neatly 
buckled up in the shotgun seat sits 
20120’s Barbara Walters. The ABC 
anchor grabs a box of condoms 
from the floor of the van. “It says, 
‘Kiss of Mint.’” 

“That’s for oral sex,” Wallace 
dryly observes. 

“I see,” Walters primly replies. 

If you call Julia Query’s work¬ 
place, you’ll hear the sultry voice 
of a young woman advertising the 
Lusty Lady as “the best place to 
fuck while watching feminist 
strippers — beautiful, smart and 
unionized.” 

“Feminist stripper” was prob¬ 
ably not in Dr. Wallace’s vocabu¬ 
lary as she raised her precocious 
daughter, Julia, born one day be¬ 
fore Dr. King was murdered in 
Memphis. Julia remembers her 
mom popping up on TV a lot, in 
service to her desire to give poor 
women an alternative to prostitu¬ 
tion. Julia obeyed her mother’s 
wish that she attend graduate 
school, but, despite good grades, 
she felt she didn’t fit in. Later, she 
dropped out and landed in San 
Francisco, where, at a friend’s urg¬ 
ing, she applied for work at the 
Lusty Lady. 

Julia had screwed up her 
courage to come out to her moth¬ 
er as a lesbian, but coming out as 
a stripper, even a union-organiz¬ 
ing feminist stripper, was pushing 
it. Ultimately, Query discovered 
that the news could only be deliv¬ 
ered while she and her mother 
were starring in a rather special 
movie, as the subplot in a funky 
little agitprop documentary she 
would shoot while trying to orga¬ 
nize her job: Live Nude Girls, 
UNITE!, now playing at the Roxie 
Cinema. 

Over the line 

While primarily an attempt to 
document and extol the benefits 
of a union contract for the female 
exotic dancers nightly gyrating in 
the Lusty Lady’s glass booths 
(where male customers can cop a 
peek for 15 seconds per quarter), 
the shooting of Live Nude Girls 
UNITE! became a combination 
diary and daily conscious-raising 
session for women whose stage 
names (Summer, Amnesia, Am¬ 
brosia, Decadence) read like a 
manual of popular names for ’70s 
hippie kids. The film would also 
spark a generational battle of wills 
between daughter and mother 
about the aims, means and limits 
of feminist activism. Now, mind 
you, this was a mother who had 
proudly introduced Julia to such 
streetwalker freedom-fighters as 
Harlot Scarlot and Margo St. 
James (founder of the prostitute 
forerunner to ACT UP, COYOTE), 
but the idea of her daughter en¬ 
listing in what Mom would prob¬ 
ably see as a kind of boot camp for 
hookers was way over the line. 

Live Nude Girls UNITE! is in 
part the story of how the inmates 
took over the asylum, and in part 
an account of the sometimes be¬ 
wildering changes ratcheting 
through the live sex industry. Ulti¬ 
mately, the film details the evolu¬ 
tion of a relationship between a 
fiercely independent daughter and

a radical but oddly traditional 
mother over the terms in which 
that daughter would enter the 
family business — the social revo¬ 
lution that will be televised. 

Query and the film’s co-direc¬ 
tor, Vicky Funari, assert that while 
many sex club owners pose as 
gangsters trying “to pretend that 
they’re big nasty guys,” when push 
comes to shove, “they’re just fat.” 
Query and Funari add that intim¬ 
idation at the Lusty Lady tended 
to be linguistic. The club’s female 
owner was a follower of EST, 
which was the philosophical 
bedrock for her war against the 
union: “You have to take respon¬ 
sibility for yourself, I don’t have to 
give you healthcare.” 

Query learned there was trou¬ 
ble in paradise one day when she 
punched in a few minutes late and 
lost a scheduled raise. Because the 
Lusty Lady promoted itself as a 
women-run business, the club 
tended to attract strong, radically 
minded dancers (“I never worked 
with so many women with college 
degrees”) who found that strip¬ 
ping paid more than office work 
(“with lower dry-cleaning bills”) 
and offered flexible hours con¬ 
ducive to pursuing a writing or 
artistic career on the side. Also, 
many of the Lusty Lady’s dancers 
preferred the peep show format, 
where male customers were 
walled off behind glass, to the 
more hands-on atmosphere of the 
lucrative lap-dancing clubs, where 
women were frequently pushed 
over the already thin line between 
striptease and coerced prostitu¬ 
tion. 

Dirty secrets 

One of the dirtiest little secrets 
in the sex business centers on the 
use of racial and physical quotas 
to determine how many shifts a 
woman can work. Dark-skinned 
dancers weren’t allowed to work 
the private session, big-bucks part 
of the Lusty Lady, and dancers 
who wanted to take a day off 
(there were no sick days) had to 
find a substitute employee whose 


skin was as light or lighter, and 
whose breast size was the same or 
bigger. A hilarious segment of the 
film consists of a Lusty Lady male 
manager explaining how the club 
was planning to implement its 
own erotic diversity plan (“Yes, 
there are woman of color in the 
real world, and some customers 
actually desire them.”) Another 
hot-button issue was customers 
using video cameras to secretly 
record the dancers. One such in¬ 
cident resulted in the physical as¬ 
sault of a dancer; another time, a 
customer flashed a gun in the pri¬ 
vate-sessions room. 

Query’s early attempts to shoot 
her film left a lot to be desired. “If 
I thought I knew what I was 
doing, I was delusional,” she told 
the BAR. One of the finished film’s 
devices is Query’s own rad-dyke 
standup comedy, which acts as a 
Seinfeld-like running commen¬ 
tary on the campaign to get a 
union; but some of this early 
footage was shot with a very shaky 
handheld camera. Just when all 
seemed lost, Query met Funari, a 
filmmaker who financed an earli¬ 
er feature dancing at the Lusty 
Lady, and who was itching to 
make a film of the impending 
labor scuffle. Query argues that 
Live Nude Girls, in its final, rela¬ 
tively polished form, illustrates 
that “no matter how poor you are, 
you can make activist media.” To 
which Funari quips, “It also shows 
if you reshoot half the footage, it 
comes out really well.” 

The first job for Query and Fu¬ 
nari was scrambling to find 
footage documenting the straws 
that had broken these strippers’ 
backs. A clever solution was to 
film the union side of the 
marathon bargaining sessions, 
dubbed “reverse therapy” by the 
dancers who found themselves 
trapped for 12 hours in a room 
with the aesthetics of a car wash 
while an anti-union lawyer lec¬ 
tured them on using the word 
pussy: “I wouldn’t let my daugh¬ 
ters say it, why should I let you?”

Filmmaker Abigail Child unearths found footage

S ince the 1970s, experimen¬ 
tal filmmaker Abigail Child 
has been engaged in a kind 
of cultural archaeology, recycling 
and updating approaches to cine¬ 
ma that recall the silent days, and 
unearthing found footage from 
such disparate sources as industri¬ 
al films, vacation and home 
movies, porn loops, and snippets 
from forgotten B-movies. While 
this approach suggests the reac¬ 
tionary, the result is in fact quite 
the opposite. Child’s work, on dis¬ 
play in a retrospective from San 
Francisco Cinematheque, is the 
subtlest form of agitprop, power¬ 
fully exploring very modern issues 
of gender and class through early 
(and present-day, for that matter) 


cinema’s primary artistic strategy: 
montage. Also like silent film, 
Child’s work shows an un-self- 
conscious delight in the visual. 

The all black-and-white Perils 
(one wants to supply of Pauline) is 
a typical effort, engaging the view¬ 
er with a dizzying parody of silent 
film that shows her characters in a 
variety of portentous poses and 
fragmented melodramas. Child’s 
juxtapositions here are more 
whimsical than disturbing, with 
rapid-cut mock fights and myste¬ 
rious rituals interrupted briefly by 
simple titles (“1,” “2,” “Earlier”). 
Child’s use of sound is wildly in¬ 
clusive and constantly challeng¬ 
ing, incorporating everything 
from fugitive piano figures to 
drama-queen screams in overdub, 
and adding a pleasurably disori¬ 
enting layer of meaning.

arms of his family, probably shot 
in the 1950s, carries the voiceover, 
“How does it feel to see your son 
become a man?” 

Child answers that question 
with images that bring up many 
more questions: two sweaty pro 
wrestlers going at it; a bronco 
busting a steer; high school boys 
wrestling; masses of faceless men 
at some undisclosed event; and 
more charmingly, boys in dance 
class. The spiraling of images has 
an almost vertiginous effect, but 
some of them linger long enough 


to unsettle, as in the shot of a 
naked man from what looks like 
old medical footage becoming in¬ 
creasingly agitated as a siren wails 
ever-louder in the background. 

Child says, “I started as a leftist 
documentarian, but I quickly 
grew tired of the limits inherent in 
the documentary structure.” 
B/side, at 38 minutes a long work 
for Child, is a documentary of 
sorts, in the author’s words “an ex¬ 
periment in entering imaginative¬ 
ly the delirium of the Lower East

' Contender' as cocksucker

Mayhem, running 20 minutes, 
works some of the same territory 
but adds bits of film noir imagery 
to its secretive story of inexplica¬ 
ble crimes. Child tantalizes the 
viewer with stark black-and-white 
images, again rapidly intercut 
with all manner of bizarre footage 
of people running frantically up 
and down stairs or making out on 
a rooftop. Japanese hard-core 
porn from what looks like the 
1930s adds to the fun, as a naked 
lesbian tryst is interrupted by a 
masked man. Significantly, a 
straightforward male sexual fan¬ 
tasy is upended as the dykes force 
the masked man to cater to them. 
Apparently inspired by that heady 
duo the Marquis de Sade and 
Russian formalist filmmaker 
Dziga Vertov, Mayhem has a shot¬ 
gun editing style that rains over 
the viewer like confetti. 


Wrestling men 

Perils and Mayhem are part of 
an ongoing series of shorts — “de¬ 
tachable” in the words of their au¬ 
thor — called Is This What You 
Were Born For? Another entry in 
that series is Mercy (1987), clock¬ 
ing in at a mere 10 minutes but 
packed with powerful, often ar¬ 
resting images. Child’s whimsy is 
in full tilt here, interweaving shots 
from home movies, industrial 
film, and various kinds of found 
footage into a witty collage. The 
film authoritatively inverts the 
Kodak Moments syndrome in its 
brief running time. A faded color 
scene of a soldier running to the 


H ollywood plays another 
game of political “what if” 
with the release of The Con¬ 
tender, an exceedingly high-mind¬ 
ed opus about the confirmation 
hearing of a female nominee for 
Vice President. The lady in ques¬ 
tion is portrayed by Joan Allen, an 
actress incapable of giving a bad 
performance. The story is written 
and directed by former film critic 
Rod Lurie, and one can only imag¬ 
ine the Faustian bargain Lurie 
must have made with Hollywood 
to get this story to the screen. The 
Contender, in spite of its glossy 
production values and good per¬ 
formances, is a fundamentally 
preposterous tale that insists on 
having it both ways. While fairly 
reeking of moral rectitude and 
white liberal political values, it 
wallows in gutters of its own cre¬ 
ation. 

The President (Jeff Bridges) 
appoints Senator Laine Hansen 
(Allen) as Vice President after the 
death of the original office-hold¬ 
er. But the appointment is vehe¬ 
mently opposed by right-wing Re¬ 
publican Senator Shelley Runyon 
(Gary Oldman) and junior Con¬ 
gressman Reginald Webster 
(Christian Slater), who both sit on 
the confirmation committee. Both 
men would prefer the nomination 
of Governor Jack Hathaway 
(William Petersen), and they 
launch an investigation into the 
personal life of Senator Hansen 
with intent to kill, politically 
speaking. They allege the Senator, 
at the age of 19, participated in a 
college orgy, and post the story on 
the Internet, complete with pho¬ 
tos. This is the first volley in their 
smear campaign. Subsequent gra¬ 
tuitous references to cocksucking 
demonstrate clearly that, in Hol¬ 
lywood, moral rectitude is only 
tolerable when it is counterbal¬ 
anced with the kind of lurid de¬ 
bauchery that sells tickets. 

Only the presence of white hats 
could make the task of identifying 
the good guys easier. The 
long-suffering nominee is the soul

of virtue, the evil Senator Runyon 
is a direct lift from the School of 
Orrin Hatch, and the President, 
who considers White House room 
service the great perk of his career, 
is a hip boomer who jokes his way 
through the movie until it’s time 
to play his political trump card, 
followed by The Great Speech. 
There are ample opportunities for 
thinking viewers to question 
ridiculous plot points, although 
most will be willing to go along 
for the ride. However, near the end 
of the film, when Joan Allen’s 
character has a chat on the White 
House lawn with the President, 
anyone paying attention will real¬ 
ize it is a discussion her character 
would never have. 

Rod Lurie’s direction is more 
assured than his writing, and he 
extracts good performances from 
the cast. Gary Oldman is a revela¬ 
tion as Senator Runyon, and his 
Oscar nomination will be well-de¬ 
served, as will Joan Allen’s. There 
will be lots of nominations for this 
film, although the little gold man 
will probably go home with oth¬ 
ers. There is just something un¬ 
bearably counterfeit about this 
film — as if the producers, plot¬ 
ting to take home Oscar gold, were 
forced to make a movie in order to 
get it. T

A straight actor's gay pitch

WPS im Olyphant is a bit dis- 
v tracted by the televised ten- 
1 nis match, which we watch 
between questions. As Venus 
Williams defeated an opponent, 
Olyphant discussed his role as 
Dennis, the male lead in Greg 
Berlanti’s new film The Broken 
Hearts Club, which co-stars Dean 
Cain (Superman), John Mahoney 
(Frasier) and Andrew Keegan 
(Party of Five). 

After a “21-day shoot in Los 
Angeles and thereabouts” to film 
The Broken Hearts Club, Olyphant 
traveled with writer/director Greg 
Berlanti to do a few interviews as 
Sony Pictures Classics released the 
romantic comedy. 

With film credits ranging from 
the critically acclaimed Go to ac¬ 
tion pics Gone in 60 Seconds and 
Scream 2-, the USC art school 
graduate has also graced the stages 
of some acclaimed New York 
plays, including David Sedaris’ 
one-man theatrical version of his 
humor essay “Santaland Diaries.” 

As Olyphant talked about 
sports and acting, despite con¬ 
vincingly portraying an affable 
gay photographer pushing 30, he 
proved himself utterly straight, 
but in a nice way. Pins author and 
sports columnist Jim Provenzano 
talked with him in San Francisco. 

Jim Provenzano: Had you played 
softball before filming The Broken 
Hearts Club? 

Timothy Olyphant: I did play 
in New York one summer. I was 
alright at it. It was a fun thing to 
do in New York in parks. I was 
pretty decent at it. 

The fun thing about the film is 
that it was about a lousy sports 
team. There are so many sports 
teams, but a lot of softball teams 
with varying levels of competence 
and enthusiasm. 

There are gay softball leagues? 


Oh, yeah, dozens. 

Wait, wait, wait. There’s a gay 
league? There’s more lesbians than 
men, huh? 

It's one of the oldest and biggest 
gay and lesbian sports. 

So, let’s say a gay team is like, 
you know, lousy. Do they get some 
straight guys as like, ringers? 

Sometimes. It's not that they're 
straight. They sometimes get bet¬ 
ter players. 

That they go outside the gay 
community to get some players. 
That’s funny. 

Soccer teams get South American 
guys who are excellent, but not 
necessarily gay. It's inclusive. 

But aren’t you being outed by 
playing on the team? 

On the gay wrestling club, we 
wrestle guys who aren't gay. For 
some straight guys, when it's off¬ 
season, they have no other place 
to practice.

And I live right off Sunset Blvd. 


You never heard it called WeHo? 

Nope, it’s the first time. 

So, you didn't do much gay re¬ 
search? 

I know my lines. That’s what I 
know. 

When you played a drug dealer in 
Go, you didn't do drugs? 

I try to keep my job as simple as 
possible. The bare essentials are 
sometimes enough. Show up. 
Everything else is just funny voices. 

Sometimes it’s not even im¬ 
portant to understand what you’re 
saying. I think you can, if some¬ 
one gave me a script and said, 
okay this is a joke and I under¬ 
stood, and I can tell a joke, I think 
the joke would still work. They 
say, ‘He seems to know how to tell 
the joke.’ I didn’t make it up, but 
I’m backing it up. Obviously, 
some people recommend the 
other style, Method acting, to un¬ 
derstand things about another 
role. I get a little of the logic of it, 
and I guess it probably might be 
fun. It allows you to experience 
things you’d never get to do in life. 

Broken Hearts was very well 
pieced together, all these separate 
lives and how they change each 
other. I liked that it was about a 
photographer. 

I’m glad. I think it’s a really 
special film. My friends that have 
seen it come out with the same 
feeling. It’s really surprising, you 
do movies like this and you’re not 
really sure if it’ll find its audience. 
The most optimism I have for this 
movie was, “It was done right, and 
it’ll go to Sundance Film Festival.” 
The year before I went for Go and 
a year later I go to Sundance for 
Broken Hearts, and I can really be 
proud of both of these. After that, 
everything’s icing. The reaction of 
people in the gay and straight 
community has been great. 

The birthday cake scene where 
Dennis talks to Kevin [Andrew 
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Actor Tim Olyphant 


Keegan] about coming out was 
sweet. 

I think that’s one of my favorite 
scenes. What I liked was how he 
wasn’t 100 percent cut-and-dried 
good or bad. It’s one of the most 
interesting lead roles I’ve read in a 
while. Everybody sees all these di¬ 
mensions of somebody who starts 
off as a stereotype. Sometimes 
Dennis is really nasty. Well, given 
th,e right opportunity, anyone 
could be. I think what’s fun about 
this movie are the little moments 
like when they show up at the hos¬ 
pital and bitch with each other. 
Dennis is supposed to be this cen¬ 
tral character, it’s fun that he can 
turn around and be snotty. 

So your next film is Metal God? 


I think it’s called Rock Star now, 
with Mark Wahlberg and Jennifer 
Aniston. It’s based on the story of 
Judas Priest and how they got a re¬ 
placement when Rob Halford quit 
the band. They hired a guy who 
was in a Judas Priest tribute band. 
They said, “You know all the 
moves, just keep going.” It’s as if 
they got another John Lennon ... 

... from Beatlemania. Do you like 
metal? 

I grew up listening to it in 
Modesto, California, so I’m as 
suburban white trash as the next 
guy. I’ve had my share of Scorpi¬ 
ons and Aerosmith, so I had a 
good excuse to go out and buy a 
lot of bad albums I used to enjoy. 
It was really fun to make. 

What else is coming up? 

Next I start a film for Rose 
Troche, called The Safety of Ob¬ 
jects. Killer Films (Boys Don’t Cry, 
Swoon) is producing it. I star op¬ 
posite Glenn Close and Dermott 
Mulrooney. I’m really very 
pleased. 

No car chases? 

No, just a good old suburban 
family drama.

Side.” The delirium focuses on 
Dinkinsville, a tent city that erupt¬ 
ed during Mayor David Dinkins’ 
era. But typically, there’s nothing 
straightforward about this record. 
Child is a discreet observer, dis¬ 
passionate in her recording of the 
daily rituals of life in this desper¬ 
ate dystopia. Women washing in 
the streets, setting up their lean- 
tos, haggling over merchandise — 
these prosaic events are recontex¬ 
tualized through Child’s rhythmic 
editing and strong compositional 
sense, which brings a poetic power 
to the events it chronicles. Actress 
Sheila Dabney plays the numb 
Everywoman wandering with a 
kind of hopeless grandeur 
through the film’s grim tableaux. 

Again, as with Child’s other 
work, B/side has a silent movie 
connection. It’s a reversal of, and 
comment on, Walter Ruthmann’s 
famed Berlin: Symphony of a City 
(1927). Where Ruthmann cele¬ 
brates, Child mourns. Below the 
New: A Russian Chronicle (1999) 
continues in this realm as the film¬ 
maker visualizes a country and a 


culture decimated by history. Un¬ 
seen narrators describe the pre¬ 
sent state of Russia with its “disap¬ 
peared middle class,” hopeless 
poverty and increasingly fractured 
dreams of a future. 

“You are living in an imaginary 
space,” says one of the narrators, 
and Child conjures this space 
from her rabbit’s hat of found 
footage and interviews, rendered 
less frenetically than in some of 
her earlier works but with equal 
intensity. Historical film of Russ¬ 
ian soldiers dancing in celebration 
to some victory and smiling 
schoolchildren at play coexist with 
brutal war imagery, scenes of citi¬ 
zens in rundown apartments, and, 
most eerily, an astronaut floating 
in the entropy of space far from 
culture or, it seems, meaning. “We 
have a collective amnesia now,” 
says the narrator, but in this film, 
as in all her films, Abigail Child 
helps us remember. T

Talking with ' Urban Legends 2' director John Ottman

1 J hings do not always happen 
as you plan them,” says 
® openly gay director John 
Ottman, of his recently released 
Urban Legends 2: Final Cut. 

While at school, Ottman al¬ 
ways figured that he would be a 
director. In fact, while at Univer¬ 
sity of Southern California, he 
majored in directing. “I met Bryan 
Singer at school,” he says. “We 
worked on some films together in 
school and became friends.” (Also 
openly gay, Singer went on to di¬ 
rect The Usual Suspects, Apt Pupil, 
and this summer’s X-Men.) 

“Since I had worked with and 
become friends with Bryan in col¬ 
lege,” says Ottman, who lives in 
Los Angeles, “we became comfort¬ 
able enough with each other to be 
able to work together once we 
were out of school. I edited and 
did the scores for both Apt Pupil 
and The Usual Suspects for Bryan.” 

Though Ottman always knew, 
at one time or another, he would 
direct, he says he “became at peace 
editing and writing scores.” 

Securing Urban Legends 2 as 
his directorial debut was bitter¬ 
sweet for Ottman. “I always had 
visions of directing an art film. 
Not a big-budget film such as 
Urban Legends 2, which came in at 
around $15 million. I am very me¬ 
thodical about directing, and I 
didn’t think that a bigger budget 
film would allow me to do exactly 
what I wanted to do. But I pretty 
much was able to. The film is 
more ‘thriller’ than ‘slasher.’ I 
think that this sequel is more so¬ 
phisticated than the original. I 
tried to take the high road. The 
film has lots of humor in it, too. 


scenes are part of the movie or the 
movie within the movie. 

One of the scenes to keep your 
eyes open for is the one with 
Trevor/Travis played by the devas- 
tatingly gorgeous Matt Davis. He 
is in bed with lead character Amy, 
played by Jennifer Morrison. She 
had a no-nudity clause in her con¬ 
tract. He did not. 

“I would have liked to show 
both of their asses,” says Ottman, 
“but since Jennifer’s agent insist¬ 
ed that she keep her clothes on, I 
had to settle for Matt naked. Trust 
me, I didn’t complain.” 

Ottman goes on to say that 
“though Matt is 100 percent 
straight, he is so comfortable with 
his sexuality that he had fun teasing 
and flirting with me. He is such a 
great kid.” Davis stars in the upcom¬ 
ing big-budget film Pearl Harbor 
and Joel Schumacher’s Tigerland. 

“I am very comfortable with 
my sexuality, too,” says Ottman. “I 
don’t flaunt it. Three weeks into 
the shoot, I was having lunch with 
Eve, who plays the lesbian, and for 
one reason or another the subject 
of my sexuality came up, and she 
was very surprised. She actually 
thought it was cool that I was gay.” 

Ottman says he felt very lonely 
on the set. “There I was, with over 
70 cast and crew members, and I 
was the only gay person. After a 
while, everyone working with me 
started to feel bad that there was 
no one for me to meet.” 

A recent issue of The Advocate 
“used a dreadful picture of me,” ac¬ 
cording to Ottman. “It was taken

during the middle of shooting 
Urban Legends, and I look like I am 
one step away from death’s door. I 
don’t know what happened. But 
they obviously got a picture of me 
after having worked all day and all 
night, having gotten no sleep and 
used it by mistake. I hope people 
who read The Advocate realize that 
I look nothing like that.” 

BAR asked Ottman what he did 
for fun, since he lives right in the 
heart of the gay Hollywood mecca. 
“To tell you the truth, I don’t 
dance and don’t really like the 
music they play at clubs. And 
when I do happen to go, which is 
not very often, I don’t meet anyone 
because I exude such awkward¬ 
ness. I am not the nightclub type. I 
hold my drink way too high. What 
I enjoy doing most is sneaking into 
a corner of a coffeehouse with a 
friend to play Scrabble, or go to 
dinner or play miniature golf.” 

Is he - single? “I am hopelessly 
single,” Ottman replies. “Find me 
a boyfriend.” V

People are either going to com¬ 
pletely embrace that, or they’re 
going to be shocked by it.” 

With Urban Legends 2, Ottman 
gets to direct a pretty new cast of 
young kids, save for the teenage 
heartthrob of the last decade, Joey 
Lawrence, who also goes by the 
name Joseph Lawrence, as do so 
many his age who got their big 
breaks going by cutiepie names: 
Marky Mark, Ricky Schroeder, etc. 

“Working with these kids was 
a lot of fun. They were very tal¬ 
ented. They’re all completely per¬ 
fect for their roles, and they bring 
a unique freshness to the movie 
because they’re all newcomers,” 
says the 36-year-old Ottman. 

One of the film’s characters, 
Vanessa (Eve Mendes), plays a les¬ 
bian. She is more interested in 
girls than in rolling sound. 

“Eve played the token lesbian, 
and at first she was supposed to 
get killed off a lot quicker. We ex¬ 
panded her role because she was 


so great at it. Now she gets to live 
a lot longer.” 

Directing the sequel to the very 
successful Urban Legends proved 
enjoyable yet challenging for 
Ottman. 

“ Urban Legends was one of Co¬ 
lumbia Pictures’ five top-grossing 
films in 1998,” says Ottman. “The 
first one used lots of great urban 
legends, and we wanted to top 
that. Instead of making a rehash, 
we made a movie that hopefully 
the original audience and new 
ones will both enjoy.”

T here are books that I think 
of as oh-my-god books. You 
know what I’m talking 
about. You’re reading alone, en¬ 
tirely involved in the story, when 
something happens in the narra¬ 
tive, something so moving, so 
profound, so horrifying, that all 
you can do is whisper to the 
empty room, “Oh my God.” 

A Place of Execution by Val Mc- 
Dermid (St. Martin’s, $24.95) 
contains several of these mo¬ 
ments, and each is a heart-rend¬ 
ing, gut-wrenching, mind-blow¬ 
ing twist in the plot, and in the 
fates of the extraordinary charac¬ 
ters who people this astonishing 
work. McDermid is the author of 
the very fine Lindsay Gordon 
mystery series, and because of that 
I expected good things from this 
novel. A Place of Execution is in a 
category of excellence all its own, 
however; the best, creepiest, most 
compelling novel I have read this 
year. 

A Place of Execution is a mys¬ 



tery story, in the sense that Oedi¬ 
pus Rex is one, but the mystery is 
only a fraction of what is going on 
in this novel. The Prologue sets 
the tone for what is to come: “The 
girl was saying goodbye to her life. 
And it was no easy farewell.” On a 
frigid December day in 1963, Ali¬ 
son Carter disappears from the 
hamlet of Scardale. Her mother 
calls the local police, and by sheer¬ 
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est chance, Detective Inspector 
George Bennett is still at work. He 
catches the case, despite the fact 
that in the ordinary way of things, 
a case of what may be murder 
would have been assigned to a 
more experienced detective. That’s 
OK, though, because George in¬ 
tends to solve this mystery, no 
matter what it takes. In 
the course of his in¬ 
vestigation, he 
learns too many of 
Scardale’s secrets, 
and forms some 
opinions of the 
hamlet and its 
Squire, but where 
is Alison? Unable to locate the girl 
alive, George is determined that 
he will at least be able to tell her 
mother what happened to her 
daughter. When, years later, 
George is offered a chance to tell 
his story in a book about the case, 
he consents, but just as the manu¬ 
script is beiffg readied for publica¬ 
tion, he pulls the plug on the en¬ 
terprise. It is up to the author, 
journalist Catherine Heathcote, to 
find out why. 


McDermid displays an extra¬ 
ordinary talent for creating an ab¬ 
solutely credible sense of time and 
place. Attitudes toward women in 
1963, for example, are woven into 
the narrative with subtlety and 
grace. In the world of 1963, the 
occasional WPC (Woman 
Police Constable) 
who appears 
makes coffee and 
comforts female vic¬ 
tims, and that’s about 
it. The novel is superbly 
written, and just 
because it is 
about murder 
doesn’t mean an 
absence of the wit that makes the 
Lindsay Gordon series so read¬ 
able: “Catherine had dressed care¬ 
fully for the meeting. Her one Ar¬ 
mani suit, low heels. She wanted 
all the support she could get, and 
she agreed with her magazine’s 
fashion editor that there was 
nothing like superb Italian tailor¬ 
ing to make a woman feel in con¬ 
trol.” Characters, major and 
minor, are drawn with exquisite 
detail. Asked for particulars so the

ith obvious nods to gay 
literary, icons Dennis 
Cooper and John Rechy, 
alternative ’zine author C. Bard 
Cole’s aggressive, arresting first 
collection of stories introduces an 
assortment of hapless characters, 
all struggling yet surviving with 
chemically-dependent, sexually 
charged, violent lives. 

Far from the safety and pseu¬ 
do-sanity of established gay ghet¬ 
tos, these tales are set mostly in 
and around a New York City 
netherworld. In the story “Used 
To Dream,” drugs, sex, hustlers, 
and violence rule, and those look¬ 
ing for love often end up with 
bruises and black eyes instead. 
Cole introduces many unconven¬ 
tional characters in his narrative: 
go-go dancers with sympathetic 
hearts struggle to find life and 
happiness, a gun-smuggling Irish 
immigrant with noble intentions 



fights for freedom, and a mother’s 
cool demeanor triumphantly 
spells acceptance for her gay son’s 
new lover. 

Other stories, like “Mitch 
Huber,” are mired in graphic ex¬ 
cess and may turn stomachs. A boy 
murders his abusive parents, then 
attempts to dismember and dis¬ 
pose of their bodies, all while try¬ 
ing to outsmart his dangerously 
hostile boyfriend. Conversely, the 
spirited paraplegic in “James

To which a dancer replied, “We’re 
supposed to show our pussies, just 
not talk about them!” 

The filmmakers dramatize the 
tough choices faced by the 
dancers, who had to decide which 
issues were worth striking and 
possibly losing their jobs over. A 
moving moment comes when 
their SEIU union representative, 
Stephanie Batey, explains how 
she’s tried to explain this very sin¬ 
gular type of labor activism to her 
middle-aged women friends with¬ 
out too much success. 

Personal is political 

It was during one of the reverse 
therapy sessions that Query 
dropped a hairpin, telling her 
co-workers that she hoped her on¬ 
going struggle to come out to 
Mom about stripper activism 
would provide the film with an 
emotional subplot. As Query 
notes, “Suddenly my [once sweet] 


protagonist wasn’t as naively lik¬ 
able.” 

As the negotiations dragged on 
through the winter of 1997, Query 
got an invitation to present a 
panel on organizing sex workers at 
an international conference on 
prostitution. The rub was that her 
mother (still clueless to her 
daughter’s real life) would be 
speaking at the same conference. 
So Query and her dancer buddy 
Decadence secured Joyce Wallace’s 
permission to film her at a motel 
in Santa Monica. 

Warming to her subject, Query 
told her mother, “I was a profes¬ 
sional dominatrix for a while.” 

“Oh, God!” Wallace visibly re¬ 
coiled. The filmmakers nimbly 
balance years of daughter/mother 
emotional baggage with sessions 
at the conference that show their 
equally tough-minded if notably 
different professional styles. While 
Wallace soberly laid out the statis¬ 
tics illustrating the social cost of 
street prostitution — “We were 
shocked to find that those women 
who performed more fellatio than 


search for her daughter can begin, 
Mrs. Hawkins responds, and “her 
voice cracked, as if something in¬ 
side her were splintering.” 

Mysteries are the hardest books 
to review because of the danger of 
giving away anything, so let me 
just say that A Place of Execution is 
a well-written, well-crafted and 
compelling novel, well worth your 
time and treasure. Do yourself a 
favor, though, and don’t start read¬ 
ing unless you have time to finish 
in one sitting. Yes, it’s that good.

Loughlin Childes” rescues the 
book from its seemingly hopeless 
nature in a tale that transcends the 
biased boundaries of disability and 
turns despair into true gay love. 
Cole’s prose throughout is appro¬ 
priately gritty and scabrous, stud¬ 
ded with pitch-perfect, streetwise 
dialogue with nary a hint of clo¬ 
sure or emotional revelation at 
each tale’s end. This mechanism 
may prove exasperating for those 
who like happy endings, though 
“happy” is not a good word to de¬ 
scribe this volume. Prefacing each 
story are the author’s own com¬ 
puterized line drawings, and Cole’s 
artwork is as jagged and unflinch¬ 
ingly real as the stories themselves. 

Readers looking for the quin¬ 
tessential uplifting gay story col¬ 
lection won’t find it here, as most 
of the author’s vignettes are rife 
with undercurrents of self-depre¬ 
cation, desperation, and ig¬ 
nominy.

vagina sex were more likely to be 
infected” — Query used her 
standup to poke wicked fun at the 
wages of sin: “After being paid to 
give golden showers, every time I 
pee, I feel gypped.” 

Ultimately, Live Nude Girls 
UNITE! overcomes its occasional 
technical crudeness to present a 
scintillating dissection of the 
jagged boundary of the social fab¬ 
ric where worker rights make con¬ 
flicting claims to those of sexual 
freedom and self-expression.

Trading riffs 

As the O’Brien tooled past San 
Francisco’s piers and over by Alca¬ 
traz Island to watch the Parade of 
Ships cruise through the Golden 
Gate, we traded riffs with her cap¬ 
tain, Captain Patrick Moloney, 
over the ship’s sound system. “Lit¬ 
tle Brown Jug” and a look up the 
ramp of the Cape Horn, a civilian 
vessel Moloney describes as “a 
giant floating parking garage.” 
“American Patrol” and a descrip¬ 
tion of the Third Fleet flagship 
USS Coronado’s artillery. “I’ve 
Got the World on a String,” and an 
F-14 fighter jet takes off with

of Lemon’s collaborative projects 
thus far. Commenting on the en¬ 
tire series, Lemon ruminates, “I 
think that the three parts are sub¬ 
texts to the one work, my dis¬ 
course with myself, re-evaluating 
all that I have known as a dance 
artist, performer, choreographer. 
It’s an attempt to place myself in 
an environment that complicates 
my history. It’s a self-challenge, 
and the way I’ve been physicaliz¬ 
ing that challenge is by working 
with artists from diverse cultures 
and body politics.” 

Different trains 

In the Geography Trilogy, Lemon 
works with dancers and musicians 
from different cultures and ap¬ 
proaches to their art. The first work 
in the trilogy, Africa/Race, included 
dancers and musicians from West 
Africa (Guinea and Cote d’Ivoire). 
With an all-male cast, Africa/Race 
explored themes of race and spiri¬ 
tuality. 

Tree, by way of contrast, fea¬ 
tures dancers of both genders 
from the US, Africa and Asia. Per¬ 
ceptions of cultural gender roles 
and sexuality are primary foci of 
Tree. Working with dancers from 
India, China, Taiwan, Japan, Cote 
d’Ivoire and the United States, 
Lemon worked through cultural 
and linguistic differences. Com¬ 


municating with dancers through 
translators, Lemon explains this 
process: “I would present an idea 
that immediately got fragmented 
into 12 different variations. Basi¬ 
cally the language challenges 
broke down concepts or ideas. 
What I’m left with are very unpre¬ 
dictable gems.” 

Like much of contemporary 
dance, Tree escapes easy descrip¬ 
tion or classification. Lemon de¬ 
scribes it as “a series of fractured 
questions, experienced both by 
men and women and by racial be¬ 
ings. I think the work is a display 
of a conversation that we [the 
dancers in the show] are all trying 
to have.” 

At the same time, Tree and 
other short-term projects are nec¬ 
essarily very different from the 
kind of company-based work that 
Lemon is used to exploring. In a 
traditional company-produced 
work, there is always time to refine 
and rework. With a shorter per¬ 
formance life, different priorities 
emerge. Lemon explains. “There’s 
a real drive to make this happen 
because its time frame is so limit¬ 
ed. It has a two- or two-and-a- 
half-year life. I can’t tinker with it 
too much as a creator.” ▼

in fact, that film’s engine-room 
scenes were shot on this ship. 

In the enprmous cargo hold, 
gifts are spread out on long tables 
like uniforms at a recruitment 
center. In fact, a recruitment cen¬ 
ter for volunteers stands at one 
end of the hold. The entire crew, 
from captain to board president to 
engineer to cook to ship restora¬ 
tion worker to pamphlet passer, is 
staffed by volunteers, many of 
them retired WWII vets. This is an 
astonishing venture, considering 
that the ship continues to operate, 
and made the 20,000-mile round 
trip to France for the 50th an¬ 
niversary of D-Day in 1994. Even 
the swing bands donate.their time 
to the fundraisers. 

After lunch, our glamour is 
stretched microchip thin by the 
wind. Count Basie’s band may 
have played on the open prairie at 
the end of Blazing Saddles, but to

my knowledge, he never appeared 
on a ship’s deck, and for good rea¬ 
son. Gail Wilson seems to be 
granted some immunity by her 
first name, her magenta hair and 
black ostrich feathers billowing 
fashionably. Conductor/trum¬ 
peter Bradley Connlain, dressed in 
black with black sunglasses like a 
Mafioso jazzman, quips beneath 
his crew cut that not a hair is out 
of place. Several unnamed trum¬ 
pets repress flipping him a line of 
birds in the passengers’ presence. 
Trumpeter Tim Caldwell tells me 
a piece of Caesar salad flew off his 
plate and stuck to a woman’s 
cheek. Several trombones have re¬ 
turned to their seats with black 
earflap hats and scarves a la Elmer 
Fudd, while Kasey Brown has 
opted for black earmuffs. I’ve 
pulled my red bowtie out above 
the collar of my new navy blue 
sweatshirt, but the formal effect is 


gone. Music is whipped away from 
the grasp of music stand Hips 
throughout the band, and passen¬ 
gers dive on the flying sheets like 
live grenades. 

No matter. The crew and the 
crowd believe the SS Jeremiah 
O’Brien is precious, not because 
she’s a pristine specimen pre¬ 
served under glass, but because 
she’s operational, alive on the 
water as she was built to be. This 
isn’t a crowd impressed or dis¬ 
suaded by appearances, and they 
jitterbug to the swing music as 
long as it comes. One white- 
haired passenger I talked to, a 
Naval vet who’d served on anoth¬ 
er Liberty Ship out of Maine and 
came on this cruise to reminisce, 
told me that dancing on a ship’s 
deck wasn’t as out of place as I’d 
believed.

W hat a week for TV! Revo¬ 
lution in Yugoslavia, de¬ 
struction in the Middle 
East, and debates, debates, de¬ 
bates. The long-awaited dissolu¬ 
tion of the Big Brother house cer¬ 
tainly seemed anti-climactic in the 
face of so much real-life drama. 

TV is the electronic bridge that 
spans the global village — a fact 
never more provocatively stated 
than in a week like this, where bul¬ 
lets and ballots flew with equal in¬ 
tensity. 

Our little glowing boxes al¬ 
lowed us to witness the joy in Bel¬ 
grade as the will of the people tri¬ 
umphed over the will of a dicta¬ 
tor. They also gave us the bloody 
play-by-play in Israel as Palestini¬ 
ans and Israelis once again battled 
in the name of God over the most 
contested piece of real estate on 
the planet. 

These events placed the presi¬ 
dential and vice-presidential de¬ 
bates in a much broader context 



than they otherwise might have 
been viewed. As people risk their 
lives and die for the possibility of 
freedom and democracy, it makes 
the whiny little bitchfest that was 
the first presidential debate look 
tawdry — far from befitting the 
world’s one remaining superpow¬ 
er. 

As the tough-as-nails Secretary 
of State Madeline Albright literal¬ 
ly ran after Yassar Arafat to corral 
him back to peace negotiations in 
Paris, ordering guards to close the 
gates so his car could not leave 
and leaping into the car with him, 
wooing him back to the talks, 
George Bush was looking utterly 
addled and Al Gore slightly hys¬ 
terical at the podium in Boston. It 
sort of begs the question on lead¬ 
ership ability. 

The spotlight on the world 
stage, TV lets us see Parliament 
stormed in Belgrade in real time 
and makes us privy to the news of 
Albright’s diplomatic coups as 
they happen. And we get to watch 
our would-be leaders answer 
questions, something the Yu¬ 
goslavs never experienced before 
the fall of Milosevic. An adjunct to 
international politics, TV paints 
the canvas of real politik big and 
broad and sometimes scary. 

Sometimes we see things we do 
not want to see, such as the Pales¬ 
tinian father and his young son 
cowering behind a small stone 
wall in Jerusalem on Rosh 
Hashanah, the boy shot to death 
by Israeli crossfire. Or Palestinians 
stoning worshippers at the West¬ 
ern Wall in Jerusalem from the 
Temple Mount. Or Gore and Bush 
looking like cartoon characters 
rather than candidates for the 
world’s most prestigious and most 
important political office. 

Wrong tops 

When Sen. Joe Lieberman and 
former Secretary of Defense Dick 
Cheney debated in Kentucky last 
week, it was difficult not to think 
the wrong guys were heading the 
tickets. Smart, sharp, acerbic but 
not bitchy, Lieberman and Cheney 
appeared to answer real questions 
with real answers. (Of course, 
CNN’s Bernard Shaw asked real 
questions and didn’t allow the 
candidates to bitch-slap him like 
PBS’s Jim Lehrer with Gore and 
Bush. Can you say obsequious?) 
We liked Shaw, an African-Amer- 
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ican, asking the candidates to “be 
black for this question” on racial 
profiling. We were amazed that 
Shaw asked how the candidates 
would address the gender gap in 
pay between men and women (we 
thought everyone had forgotten 
women only make 72 cents on the 
dollar). And we were quite pleased 
at how encompassing (the 
harder to squirm out of) 
his questions on 
queer rights were. Of 
course, we really want 
to know, given Ch¬ 
eney’s non-response 
on this issue and his 
refusal to mention 
his dyke 
daughter, how 
the Log Cabi- 
nettes are going 
to support the Bush-Cheney tick¬ 
et in November, i Guess that 
promised tax cut for the rich 
white guys will just woo ’em 
along. 

The veep debate was solid, 
barely boring and quite well-mod¬ 
erated. (Scary as we find him, we 
also have to give Cheney credit for 
having the guts to wear something 
other than the red-white-and-blue 
political wardrobe traditional to 
such venues.) The questions asked 
in the VP debate and the answers 
given went far toward explicating 
the differences between the parties 
— real, substantive differences, 
most especially on the environ¬ 
ment, women, queers, blacks and 
money—despite what some pun¬ 
dits and Naderites might claim. 

Speaking tangentially of Nader, 
his debate on last week’s Meet the 
Press with Pat Buchanan (who is 
now so far right he’s going to be, 
like Stalin, coming around to the 
left soon) should have gone a long 
way toward losing him votes. It’s 
not so much we mind his mean¬ 
spiritedness and his abrasiveness, 
though we do. We mind his One- 


note-samba. The needle is stuck 
so far into the consumerist 
groove, he can’t talk about any¬ 
thing else. His dismissive tone 
when asked substantive questions 
on issues of great import to the 
queer and minority communities 
really makes us want to slap him 
hard. 

The Gore-Bush debates have 
been alarming, both for 
their lack of compre¬ 
hensibility and for 
their tone. Gore’s 
shrillness is going to 
force us to take a big 
dose of Viagra to get it 
up for him in Novem¬ 
ber. But then, a 
sidelong glance 
at Bush is 
enough to 
renew ardor for Gore. And Ch¬ 
eney just reinforces how incredi¬ 
bly stupid Bush is (much the same 
way Lieberman reinforces the au¬ 
tomaton Gore is). When we think 
of the brilliant Albright, hand¬ 
picked by the very smart Bill Clin¬ 
ton to do the second-hardest job 
in the country, we can only shud¬ 
der at the image of the dim-witted 
Bush and the war-mongering Ch¬ 
eney choosing their negotiator 
manque. Talk about scary movie! 
Can you say Failsafe? 

Flamer for prez 

The most bizarre response to 
the debates, however, came from 
the Republican National Commit¬ 
tee, which bitched the day after 
Boston that Gore was wearing 
rouge and pancake to try to look 
like Reagan. Uh, can you say sub- 
liminable? The controversy 
prompted conservative radio host 
Chuck Booms to suggest on Polit¬ 
ically Incorrect that “Bush could 
have won the whole debate by just 
leaning over and asking Gore, Ajre 
you gay?”’ 

Of course, this prompted Bill 


Maher to respond that “Gore 
sounds like a gay guy who’s not 
out of the closet yet,” and then 
said Gore speaks in such a mea¬ 
sured way to keeping from flam¬ 
ing out nellie all the time. A hilar¬ 
ious image, but one the Gore 
camp (no pun intended) probably 
doesn’t want to promote. 

Meanwhile, the much-promot¬ 
ed season premiere of the Emmy¬ 
laden West Wing was awesome, yet 
served to reinforce just how te¬ 
dious the current presidential 
campaign is. For those of you who 
have yet to tune into this ultra¬ 
smart political drama, set the VCR 
Wednesdays for NBC. It’s even 
more superb this season than last 
and always queer-friendly. 

We should note Big Brother fi¬ 
nally wrapped. Eddie — one- 
legged, hunky cancer-surviving 
wheelchair basketball star and 
working-class hero who got the 
award for saying “fuck” more than 
anyone in the history of TV — 
won the $500,000 first prize, with 
Back Street Boy-lite Josh coming 
in second and Asian-American 
wunderkind Curtis in third. An in¬ 
teresting cultural experiment that 
we don’t want to see again for a 
long, long time. We wonder how 
much of the prize money will be 
needed for therapy. 

Speaking of therapy, didn’t we 
say recently that black rappers 
need to be taken to task for their 
homophobia as well as white rap¬ 
pers? Basketball legend Alan Iver¬ 
son of the Philadelphia Sixers 
apologized to queers and women 
for his offensive Eminem-style 
lyrics in his CD released this week. 
He was immediately challenged by 
black leaders (GLAAD was, as 
ever, silent). But Sixers owner Pat 
Croce has no intention of giving 
Iverson the John Rocker treat¬ 
ment.

Inspector Gadget

(Disney) 

Ignored by the big-screen au¬ 
dience, Inspector Gadget on video 
provides a delightful bit of car- 
toonish fluff. I happen to be of the 
school that would pay to see 
Matthew Broderick read a tele¬ 
phone book, but the all-purpose 
actor is exceptionally endearing as 
the Capra-esque hero, John 
Brown, the good cop in all-Amer¬ 
ican Riverton, which is played by 
Pittsburgh (“I just want to help 
people.”) He is well-matched by 
Joely Fisher as Brenda, aka Dr. 
Bradford, the wide-eyed brainiac 
daughter of the professor (Rene 
Aubernejois) whose scientific dis¬ 
covery is the McGuffm of the 
good-guys/bad-guys plot. 

Rupert Everett gets to chew up 
the scenery (and do a passable 
American accent) as the churlish 


villain, a sort of Cruella de Ville in 
male drag. (Why do the villains al¬ 
ways have pet cats?) In-joke: his 
Captain Hook appendage inspires 
him to take on an appellation, 
Claw — “You know, one word, 
like Madonna.” 

The gadgets take over the 
human actors occasionally, and 
Broderick’s talking car is a bit 
much, but it’s all done in the name 
of good clean fun. Extra treats: 
Cheri Oteri and Dabney Coleman 
play local officials with appropri¬ 
ately wacky overstatement. 

An Ideal Husband 
Written and directed by Oliver 
Parker (Miramax) 

This Oscar Wilde drawing 
room comedy was filmed before, 
with Paulette Goddard and 
Michael Wilding in 1948, but the 
1999 version brings high style to 
the ftn de siecle proceedings with 
superb production values. (In a 
ballroom scene, one expects the 
von Trapp children to appear on 
the staircase above the well-heeled 
party guests, singing, “So long, 
farewell, auf wiedersehen, good¬ 
night!”) A dream cast steps into 
the tightly laced shoes of Wilde’s 
Victorians, among them Julianne 
Moore, Minnie Driver, Jeremy 
Northam, and Rupert Everett in 
the title role. 

As the beautiful, blackmailing 
villainess from Vienna, Moore is a

smiling, conniving serpent. She is 
superb. But the tone of the piece 
is set by her evil plottings, and the 
humor is swallowed up by the 
swirl of backstabbing politics 
which drives the plot forward. 
This version of Wilde is more 
Dangerous Liaisons than Much 
Ado About Nothing, and its dark 
atmosphere makes a suddenly 
happy ending ring somehow false. 
But Everett meets the challenge of 
playing the aloof, bored hetero¬ 
sexual bachelor until he finally 
succumbs to the charms of Ms.

Vocal treasures 

New and historic recordings 


by Jason Serinus 


D espite a noticeable slow¬ 
down in releases from major 
labels, the last few months 
have seen some glorious new and 
historic vocal recordings. The 
most exciting, to my mind, is the 
three-for-the-price-of-two Rey¬ 
naldo Hahn: The Complete Record¬ 
ings (Romophone), containing all 
known recordings sung and/or ac¬ 
companied by French composer 
and baritone Reynaldo Hahn 
(1875-1947). The precocious 
Hahn, who published his famous 
song “Si mes vers avaient des ailes” 
(“If my songs had wings”) when 
he was 14, began setting the poet¬ 
ry of Paul Verlaine, who had been 
imprisoned for attacking his 
young lover Rimbaud, three years 
later. After an 1894 introduction 
to the not-yet-famous Marcel 
Proust, the two became lovers for 
two years, and were subsequently 
lifelong friends. 



Hahn’s compositions have fre¬ 
quently been dismissed as charm¬ 
ing salon trifles. What these 
recordings affirm, however, is that 
when entrusted to the right hands, 
his works have the power to touch 
the heart in the most subtle and 
profound ways. Here, in his own 
songs, Hahn accompanies three of 
his favorite singers: the American 
Endreze, who produces the most 
tender of utterances; Ninon Vallin, 
whose incomparably regal voice 

— the kind that inspires worship 

— lends a very different dimen¬ 
sion to Hahn’s songs; and Guy 
Ferrant, Hahn’s lover of at least a 
dozen years, whose simplicity of 
delivery perfectly matches Hahn’s 
own. Compare Endreze and Vallin 
in Hahn’s incomparably intimate 
“L’heure Exquise,” and then play 
versions by the superb Susan Gra¬ 
ham (Sony) and the exquisite 


Maggie Teyte (EMI), and the 
depth of Hahn’s soul will be re¬ 
vealed to you. 

Worship of a different sort is 
inspired by the lead singers in 
Iphigenie en Tauride (Telarc), the 
final “reform” opera of Christoph 
Willibald Gluck (1714-1787). 
SFO’s production of Gluck’s Orfeo 
et Eurydice a few years back pro¬ 
duced noticeable yawns from 
many, but this marvelous, totally 
engrossing performance by Mar¬ 
tin Pearlman and Boston 
Baroque, the premiere recording 
on period instruments, com¬ 
mands attention from start to fin¬ 
ish. 



Pearlman’s striking Iphigenie, 
soprano Christine Goerke, un¬ 
leashes a voice filled with color, 
nobility and grandeur. Hers is an 
instrument in its prime, beautiful 
throughout the range (far more so 
than Callas’), possessed of more 
authority than Diana Montague’s 
on Gardiner’s rival recording, and 
absolutely responsive to the wide 
range of emotions Iphigenie must 
express. Equally remarkable is 
baritone Rodney Gilfry, who por¬ 
trays Iphigenie’s brother Oreste. 
The handsome, well-muscled Gil¬ 
fry scored big last year playing the 
brutal, T-shirted rapist Stanley in 
SFO’s production of Andre 
Previn’s A Streetcar Named Desire. 
Those expecting another gruff, 
monotone portrayal will here dis¬ 
cover a beautifully-voiced artist of 
profound sensitivity, deeply mov¬ 
ing in his expression of Oreste’s 
loyalty, suffering and pain. 

After listening to such poised 
and dignified music, the orches¬ 
tral introduction to the opening 
track on soprano Nelly Miricioiu’s 
Rossini Gala (Opera Rara) comes 
as something of a shock. This may 
be Rossini’s serious stuff, but it’s 
also downright hilarious in its 
pretense to be about something

important. The bolt of lightning 
at 4:48 into the Act II Finale from 
Mose in Egitto must be heard to be 
believed. As for the finale from 
Vallace, don’t read the liner notes; 
just put it on and be prepared to 
scream. The Romanian-born, 
British-based Miricioiu comes 
across as a slightly over-the-hill 
diva of the first order. Miricioiu 
treats Rossini the way the great 
Magda Olivero treated verismo. 
With occasional traces of Callas 
and Caballe in her voice, Miricioiu 
socks it to us with an earnestness 
that commands respect. True, her 
“Riedi al soglio” from Zelmira 
cannot touch Cecilia Bartoli’s fab¬ 
ulous rendition, and her coloratu¬ 
ra is occasionally labored, but the 
woman is so real that every opera 
queen who purchases this disc will 
find himself making space for 
Miricioiu’s image on his altar. 


Swede dreams 

More substantial Italian fare 
can be heard on Jussi Bjoerling, 
Rarities (VAIA). Tenor Bjoerling 
(1911-1960), sometimes called the 
“Swedish Caruso,” made his first 
commercial recordings while in 
his early 20s. The heart-touching, 
Italianate yearning and sincerity 
of Bjoerling’s delivery, and the 
glory of his beautiful lyric tenor, 
quickly catapulted him to the Met 
and international stardom. 

Bjoerling’s voice shone most in 
its full head tones, the highest

Samuel Barber — Orchestral 
Works , Vol. 1, Royal Scottish 
National Orchestra, Marin Alsop 
(Naxos) 

|% amuel Barber (1910-1981), 
life partner of Gian Carlo 
^yfP Menotti (composer of that 
quintessential, family-approved 
Christmas opera, Amahl and the 
Night Visitors), wrote only two 
symphonies. The First was 
penned when he was 26; the Sec¬ 
ond was composed shortly after 
his 1943 conscription into the US 
Air Force. 

As the symphonies and two 
shorter orchestral works on this 
CD demonstrate, Barber’s writing 
basically remained within a ro¬ 
mantic, tonal vein. The School for 
Scandal Overture, Op. 5, evoking 
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Sheridan’s comedy of the same 
name, begins dramatically, but 
quickly transitions into most en¬ 
joyable music that variously teas¬ 
es, plays and frolics. The one- 
movement Symphony No. 1, fea¬ 
turing a final Andante tranquillo 
section whose plaintive beginning 
reminds one of Barber’s famed 
Adagio for Strings, attracted the 
attention of Arturo Toscanini, 
who commissioned Barber to 


write the justly famous First Essay 
for Orchestra, Op. 12 for the NBC 
Symphony Orchestra. This won¬ 
derful eight-minute piece, grave 
and moving in the beginning, is 
filled with drama and memorable 
invention. And while Barber was 
never satisfied with his dark, war- 
influenced Symphony No. 2, Op. 
19, eventually destroying almost 
all copies — powerful as it is, 
Shostakovich certainly “did” war 
better — its beautiful, yearning 
Andante was saved, revised and 
resurrected separately as Night 
Flight. 

Conductor Marin Alsop’s 
forces do a wonderful job with 
these works. Though the sonics 
fail to convey the ultimate wallop 
that she and Barber pack into 
parts of this music, they are cer¬ 
tainly clear and impressive. A 
great start to the Naxos Barber or¬ 
chestral series. ▼ 


notes ringing out as if to say, “Lis¬ 
ten to me: this is who I am; this is 
what I’m about.” The tenor often 
seemed to anticipate these notes 
by a fraction of a second, leaping 
to them as though he couldn’t 
wait to sing out all he had in him. 
Although his voice darkened some 
as he entered his 40s, it retained its 
glistening lyric beauty until the 
very end; even alcoholism could 
not dim its luster. 

The VAIA disc offers 21 live, 
“off the air” performances from 
1937-1953; four, from the prime 
year of 1938, receive their pre¬ 
miere issue. The sound is occa¬ 
sionally distorted, but the live 
singing is often more inspired 
than in the studio. Although the 
glory of Bjoerling’s top is not con¬ 
sistently captured as completely as 
in his commercial recordings, the 
performances are too glorious to 
be ignored. The 1943 “Nessun 
dorma” from Puccini’s Turandot, 
and the 1938 “Salut! Demeure 
chaste et pure” (sung in Swedish) 
from Gounod’s Faust, both of 
which precede their commercial 
recordings by a year, present spe¬ 
cial opportunities to hear the 
extra vibrancy and urgency that 
Bjoerling could bring to opera 
when the spirit moved him. Any¬ 
one who thinks Luciano Pavarot¬ 
ti’s 1,001 renditions of “Nessun 
dorma” are the end all and be all 
must hear these two different Bjo¬ 
erling renditions. Before the Three 
Tenors, there was Bjoerling. 

Soprano Debra Voigt is about 
to present an October 15 after¬ 
noon recital in UC Berkeley’s 



Zellerbach Auditorium, and join 
the SF Gay Men’s Chorus for an 
October 16 Palace of Fine Arts 
Giving Back! tribute which bene¬ 
fits women and their support or¬ 
ganizations. On Wagner Love 
Duets (EMI), Voigt joins tenor 
Placido Domingo in Act Ill- 
Scene 3 of Siegfried and the first 
recording of Wagner’s “concert 
version” of the love duet from 
Tristan und Isolde. Voigt has been 
performing major Wagnerian 
roles for a number of years, but 
her gorgeous voice still sounds 
absolutely fresh and even, riding 
above the orchestra with ease. 
Alas, she cannot match Domin¬ 
go’s rapture. Although in his late 
50s, his voice thicker and with 
less ring than in its prime, 
Domingo remains a wonder. Not 
only is his singing still secure, but 
his ardor is palpable, some phras¬ 
es breathed out with an intimacy 
far more reminiscent of the late 
Wagnerian soprano Lotte 
Lehmann than a heldentenor. 
Not since Bjoerling have we ex¬ 
perienced such generosity of 
tenor utterance. ▼ 
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Tagulaylay 

Y ou never know what you’ll come 
across in The Presidio these days. 
And that’s a good thing for those 
of us who love exploring. Surprise is 
the spice of adventure, and it can come 
in the form of exquisite dancers ap¬ 
pearing in a little oasis of the park 
called El Polin Spring, a hop and a skip 
from Tennessee Hollow. 

Should you happen to show up in 
that location any day this weekend (Oc¬ 
tober 13-15), at either 1 p.m. or 4 p.m., 
you’ll encounter not a puckish, Shake¬ 
spearean troupe of light-hearted faeries 
prancing about among the eucalyptus, 
but something rather more somber — 
a requiem dance, dead earnest in con¬ 
ception and presentation. 

Tagulaylay/The Presidio is the title 
of the dance, and it will be performed 
— free — by the Pearl Ubungen 
Dancers and Musicians to bring at¬ 
tention to one of the low points of 
American history. The Presidio makes 
for a perfect stage for the dancers to put 
across their message, since the former 
military post was one of the staging 
areas for troops sent into America’s “first 
Vietnam,” the Philippine American War, 
which began in February 1899. 

“Tagulaylay” means requiem in 
Tagalog, the national language of the 
Philippines, which is why Pearl Ubun¬ 
gen chose it as the title for this work, 
the company’s eighth major site-spe¬ 
cific work. Her choice of themes and 
locations is consistent with her 
decade-long commitment to exploring 
contemporary cultural and social is¬ 
sues through dance. A fourth-genera¬ 
tion Filipina American, born and 
raised in San Francisco, Ubungen has 
made a body of work pertaining to the 
Filipino diaspora. 

Joining in this open-air production 
will be Filipino singer-songwriter Joey 
Ayala, best known for his use of in¬ 
digenous instruments and idioms, and 
for his environment-friendly lyrics. T

More than 
a tattoo documentary, or a JO 
solo, this is a savvy and sexy meld¬ 
ing by directors Chris Ward and 
J.D. Slater of the physical and me¬ 
chanical sensations of the proce¬ 
dure, making palpable the sensu¬ 
ality, increasing rush, and need for 
release that come with being 
marked. Expert videography bal¬ 
ances simultaneously a trio of ele¬ 
ments — Black’s tightly bound 
and throbbing erection, his 
swollen nipples, and the electric 
drill inking his arm. And when he 
finally shoots his load, check out 
that delicious grin. 

The tension of sensation- 
wracked bodies is exploited in the 
leathersex finale, a generous half- 
hour of delicious torment called

ing Stallion exclusives: darkly 
glamorous bottom Bryce Pierce 
(what a body! what a face!) and 
his lover, the sleekly shaved 
Michael Corey.
